In ſpeaking of Zachew and his conuerſion, wee will 
obſerue foure cixcumſtances : Firſt , the place where hee 
was called; which was Iericho: ſecondly, the perſon that 
was called , Zachews the Publican, Thirdly, by whom 
and how he wes called, bythe yoyce of Chriſt, And laſt- 
ly, the effeR and fruit of his calling, his good confeſſion,

T he firſt circursflance, 

Irſt therefore for the place where he was conuerted, ir 

appeareth to bee Iericho, a City nor farre diſtant from 
Icrulalem. It was fometimes a notable City , till it was 
ſubuerted and ruinatcd by the Lords Champion /o/wa, 
It was builded againe in the dayes of &/4b, by Hiz/ the 
Bethelire, and remainerh ar this day with there of that 
holy Land, vnder the Turkiſh Empire, Vnto this Ie- 
richo, the Lord of hr:auen and carth vouchſafeth to 
come inthelikenes of a ſeruant, And as [e/#a compaſſed 
Iericho ſeven times minding to deftroy it , fo Chrift 
the true /oſua, reſorted oftentimes to lericho , minding 
to ſauc it, But as in the deftruGtion of Tericho, loſwa 
ſpared none but Rahab the Harlor : fo Ieſus in his jour- 
ney to Jericho, conuerted none but Zachers the Publie 
can, When [/oſxa had-conquered and raced lericho, 
hee ſowed faltin itto make it barren, and curied him that 
ſhould attempt to buildicvp : yr in this barren vile 
ChriRt hath his ſpirituall harveſt , and in this curſed Ci-+ 
ty hee hath a holy Temple, a bleſſed bu:lding. Samaria 
that wicked Ci:y, affordeth many that be!ecue in Chriſt, 
lohn 4. 39. And out of Galile, from whence they 
thought no good thing might come, John 1, Verſe 46, 
ChriR called diuers of his Apoſtles: and even in Iericho 
this curſed City, Chriſt bath a rich manthar isro bee 
ſaucd, In cuery place Chiiſt bath his choſen, There is 
neither Jew nor Gentile, Barbarian nor Scy:hian, bond 
nor free, but Chriſt is all in all, to all that call ypon him, 
Rom, 10,12, : The

: FT Ow followeth the deſcription of Zachems , which is 
moſi plainely and fully ſet forth vnto vs, The holy 
Ghoſt ſpeaking of Zachers and his converſion , comes in 
with an Fcee, Behold,as if it were a wondet that Z aches 
ſhould bee connerred :-Zacheres was a Gentile, a Pub- 
lican , andarich-man, and therefore behold a miracle, 
as ifin che converſion of Zachens , theſe three ſhould bee 
conuerted at Once, | 

Zacheus was a Gentile: a maruell co ſee a Gentile be- Mateh. rg. 18. 
come 4 lew-, thetis, to'belecue in Chrift, Hee was a 
principall Publican'; a ſtrange thing to ſee a chiefe Cu. 
Roiner to gitic ouer bis office : and hee wasrich alſo ;a 
rare matter to ſee arich man to enter into the kingdome 
of God : and therefore behold a miracle, as if at tis day Rom. 3. 28. 
the Turke , Pope, andthe King of Spaine, were atonce 
perſwaded to forſake their idolatry and ſuperſtition, 
Chriſt going to /ernſalem, conuerteth a Gentile, to ſIgni- 
fie tbe calling of the Gentiles : he conuerterha Publican, 
ro ſhew that notorious finners may hopeto bee ſaued, if 
they repentand amend, as Zachers did, Hee conuertcth 
arich man, to ſhew thar all rich men are not excluded 
tromthe kingdome of heauen, 

Hee was called Zachbers before his conucrſion, buthce 
was never truely called Zacheaa, till Chriſt called him 
fo, His name fignified , ſimple, pure, honeſt; but hislife 
was ſubcill, impure, and m*| dereftable, Thus many are 
called by honeſt names , whoſe deedes bewray their diſ- 
h>neſtnatures, and vices oftentimes are ſhrowded in the 

' babirs of vercue, like Eſopes Aﬀe, masKing in the Lions 
sSkine, til} bis loyg eares dere his follie, orlike the 
Crowe thatigdeckt in other plumes, till eucry bird doe \

Zacherus by his profeſſion was a Publican, and there- 
fore much dereſted of the ewes : for the Publicans were 
Romane officers, appointed to gather and receive pub- 
lique Cuſtome or tribute of the lewes, who were atthat 
timein ſubicRion to the Romanes. And among theſe 
Officers, Zacheus was the chiefe, and (as itſeemeth ) 
Ouerſeer of the reſt that were nilericho, and therefore 
incbicfe hacred among the Iewes, as one that chicfely 
fauoured ihe Romanes tyrauny,, and ſerued to abridge 
their Country liberty, which ought not to be ſubic ro 
_any Ni3tion. 

Belides, hee contemned the Ceremonies of the Iewes, 
& regarded not theic.Religion,nor liued after their Law, 
and therefore with the reſt of the Heathen Publicans, was 
excommunicate out of their Synagogue, Matth, cha, 18, 

Thus was he hated for his Profeſſion , becauſe he was 
a Publican; and for his Religion , becauſe he was a Hen- 
then, Yet was hee beloued for his wealth , for rich men 
haue many\friendes, Prox. 14. 20, And though they doc 
neuer ſo wickedly,yet haue they ſometo take their parts. 
If they ſpeake never ſo proudly, yetare there ſome to 
praiſe their ſaying, Eccle, 13.23. 

Zacherus was a Publican,, and therefore rich : for Pub- 
licans muſt necdes be rich, aud Viurers will be wealthy. 


Burt rich Publicans make ppore Princes, and wealthy: 


Vſurers make many beggars. In cuery Prouince-there 
were many Publicans, and therefore. much poore peo» 
ple in euery place: for where there bee many Carerpil- 
lers,the fruit is ſoone conſumed; and where there be ma- 
ny extortjoners, beggars muſt nceds abound, 

By the Law of God, th:re might be no beggars in Iſ- 
zael: but when ſo many Publicans were ſuffcred to re- 
cciuve tribute of the Iewes, contrary to Gods Law, no 
marue]l though ſo many ſate and begged, contrary -to- 
Gods Law, Luke 18, lobn 9. Aft; 3, Bythe Lawof

God, there ought tobeeno beggars among Chriſflians, 
P/al. 32.25.

Publican, but he was rich toward God a'ſo, for hee had a 
defire to fee Chriſt. Almighty God who was rich 12 mercy, Luke 3. 2, 
Epbeſiavs 2. hath ſo inſpired bis heart with the d: fire of | 
heauenly riches, that whereas before his whole delighe 
was in ſeeking of worldly wealth , now his greateſt care 
is co ſecke for heauenly treaſure, Hee now forgetteth 
what his profeſſionis., and begins to bee of a newprofe(- 
ſion : and hee whoſe heart was wholly ſect ypon earthly 

' profit, is now like old Simeor,moſt defirous to ſee his $3= 
uiour,. The Tetrarch Hered defired to ſce Chriſt, and de- 
ſpiſed himwhen hee ſaw him, Luke 23. 8. 11. but Za- 
chews the Publican deſired ro fee Chrift, and reioyced 
when hee ſaw him, like Abraham that deſired to ſec the 
day of Chrift, Job 8,56. And therefore of the ſeruanc 
of Sathan, Zachers is now become the childe of Abra- 
ham,which rcioyced to ſee the day of Chriſt, Happy were 
his cyes that ſaw ſo bleſſed a light , for many Prophets xe ro, 
and righteous men haue defired to fee and to heare thoſe 
things, that Zachexs both ſaw anAheard , and could not 
ſce nor heare the ſame, If. Jacob thought himſelte bappy, 
ifthat be might but, ſee his ſonne 1o/eph. before his death , Gen. 45. 
then ſurely thrice happy Zachexs, whoſe hap it was, not 
onely to ſee (as Jacob did) but torcioyce (as Mary did)

King S/omor left ſome Bookes in writing, wherein

bath left vnto vs his moſt ſacred Word,  as-it were a taft© 
of his wiſedome, ſufficient matter for our ſaſuation : this 
is that heavenly foode, Afar.q.4. whereby our ſoules are 
fed vnro eternal life; let vs therefore labour for that hea- 
uen!y foode: and as the Iſraelites were eortful) ra gather 
Anna to ſuſtayne their bodies, fo fer vs beas carefull ro 
heare the word to feede out ſoules. Thepeople in the time 
of Chrift, [on 6. 24. tooke great paines tofo!low Chriſt 
both by 12nd and Seatand many now adayes(T confefle) 
are very forward to follow his faithfull Miniſters*bur as 
they followed Chriſt fo faſt to fill their bellies, 'ſo elicſe 
frequem Sermons for faſhion to ſerve the time. 

Zachem is defirous to ſee Chriſt: a godly care, but yer 
he could not obtayne his purpoſe: a thing common; for 
cuety one that hath any good motion ,; harh alweyes 
ſome hitiderance to crofſe' the ſame; and Zaeti.cmu'hath 
a double impediment to hinder his honeſt enterpriſe: 
The preaſe of the people, and bis little ſtatute. Where- 
of the former, that is, the multitude, is alwayes wont to 
bee an Encwy ro thoſe that would come to Chrift, This 
hindred the b jad mar! from receuing his ſight), Lube'rs, 
for the people rcbuked him that hee ſhould ho!d his 
peace, till Chiilt called him and opened hiseyes: This 

hindreq 
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The Sinners comer fron, 
hindred them that brought the Man ficke of the Palſie, 


Mar.2, for they could not come at Chriſt for the preaſe, 


till they vncougred the roofe of the houſe, and lerdowne 


the'bed wherein the ficke of the Palfie lay, - * 

This hindered the healing of the Deafe and Dumbe, 
Atar, 7. till Chrift tooke him atide out of the multitude, 
and cured him. This hindered the rayfing of the Rulers 
Davghter, Aatth. 9. tilt Chriſt had thruſt out the Min- 
frels & the multitude, and then reſtored the maid'to life, 
Finally, this hindered Zachews here from comming vnto 
Chriſfd,ci/lChriſt vouchſafed to call him to himſelfe, Thus 
al wayes a multitude that is prone to evill, doth withdraw 
and hinder ys from epprochingvnto Chrill:and therefore 
we muſt notfollow a thulticude to doe euill, for decline 
afrer many, to overthrow the Truth, Zxed, 23. | 

The ſecond impediment that hindereth Zacher 
from ſeeing Chriſt, is his lictle ſtature. He was ſolow of 
ftature,'that he could not ſee Chriſt aboue the multitude: 
but Chriſt was 2boue the multitude, and thereforecdu'd 
ſee Zachews, though he were ſo low of ſtature; For God

mans ftature\, but the Lord beholdeth the heart; and 
py 7 Daxid before” Fliab his eldeft Brother, 

ecauſe hee findeth- in him a beeter heart to ſerve the 
Lord.

Thus hath Zacheus two lets that hee could not ſee 
Chriſt, the one in the people, the other in himſclfe:and we 
hauc many lets to with-draw vs from Chriſt: ſome are ex- 
ternal,and without vs,as the inticements of the worldzand 
ſome are internall and within ys, as the luſts of our owne 
flc ſh. The preaſe of the people hindreth Zacbers from ſee- 
og Chriſt in his humility : and rhe multicude of our finnes 
doepreſle ys downe , that wee cannot (ce Chriſt in glory. 
Z acheus was a man of little Rature, and that hindred him 
fromfecing Chriſt in earth; and we are men oflittle faith, 
andthat js the cauſe we cannot behold Chriſt in heauev, 

Though Zachews was a man of little Nature, yet ir 
appeareth that he was not a man of little wit. 'For whea 
hee could not come to the ſight of Chriſt for the multi- 
tude, hee hadtl.e witto-runne before, aud toclimbe yp 
into 2 tree to obrtaine his purpoſe. And for the moſt 
mY it falleth out, that men of low ftature, are men of 

tp conccit, and the ſhortefi bodies, haue the ſharpeſt 
wits, God fo providiog, that the defects of their bodies 
might bee ſupplied withthe gifts of their minde. Now 
Zachews that before was loth to mooue his foot from 
the CuRtome-houſe, for loſing his profit, begins to run 
after Chriſt for feare ofa greater loſſe, like E/iz4 that 
left his plowing, and ranne after Elias to follow his new 
vocation. But Zachew doth not cnely runne, but alſo 
climbe yp into atreeto-ſee Chriſt ; A ſtrange thing, that 
Zachera atich man, 2nda chicfe Cuſtomer, ſhouldbe. 
haue himſelfe ſo childiſhly in the fight of fo great amul- 
titude ; but the defite hee had toſce Chriſt , made him

forgee himſele , and to commit ſuch things were not 
ficting for his Rate and credit.” So they that will follow zow.1 2.2, 
Chrii , muſi-make accoum to doe many things contrary 
roche faſhion of the world, and their owne: liking, If 
Chriſt himſelfe were content to leaue the glory which hee 
had wiih his Father,to come downe to vs, ſhall not wee 
be content to leaue the reputation which wee have with 
men,to goe vp to him ? 

But alas, where is there any almoft that preferreth not 
the fruition of this carthly priſon , before the poſſcſſion 
of that heauenly manſion? and had rather hazardthe hope 
which they hauc of eternall glory, then leeſe thepreſene 
inioying of their fading pleaſure ? 

The ambitious man hunteth afrer Honour, and will 
not leeſe an inch of his eſtimation. The couctous- man 
ſeekes after profit, and counts (like /ndes) all loſtthat tobs x2,6.. 
comes not to his bagges, And the yolupruous man be= 
Kowes histime in pleaſure, and thinketh that his chicte fe+ 
licity, Thus every man makes his heauen oftharwhetein 


he moſt delighteth, and is content to take great paines to 


accompliſh his fond defires, But heere Zachers ivof an 04 
ther mind: for being a publike,officer, heeclimbes into a 
tree, which ftoed not with his grauity: and beingiarich 
man, he runnesto ſee Chriſt, which was not forhis worlds 
ly profit; yea hee takes great paines to ſee Chriſt, not re+ 
{peRing his caſe or pleaſure, 

Thus muſt wee. bee affected if wee deftretocometo 
Chriſt, that neither honours, nor preferment,, nor profit, 
nor pleaſure, nor kindred, nor friends, be able to hold vs 
backe: We muſt be ready nor onely rorunoe, but alſoro 
climbe (if need require ) as Zachess did: that is,to totake 
fomepaine and trauailero haue a ſight of Chriſt; 

The Queene of the South vndertooke a great & tedious z4,,,;... 
journey to heare the wiſdome of Sa/owon, but we areloth Luke 14. 29, 
to take any paine to heare one that is greater then m_ 1,K/8.196- 
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The people in Dawids time brought ſo much-ereas 
ſure, andio many gifts to the building of Gods Tens 
ple, thatthe Prie(ts werefaine to bid them ceaſe: but a 
great part of thepeople in our time, are ſo ſparing of cheir 
paines and colt, thatthey thinke that time very miſſpent, 
which is imployed in the ſeruice of God ; and that money 
ll beſtowed, which is giuen to the maintenance of his 
Miniſters, 

When Zachews could not ſee Chriſt for the multi- 
tude, heclimbes into a tree, that oroweth in the way 
where hee was topaſſe , that from a tree heemight be- 
hold Him , which was to ſuffer on a tree for mans ſalua- 
tion : So when we cannot draw neere to Chriſt, by 
reaſon of our finnes that prefſe vs downe, we will climbe 
vp by alively faich,which 'sthe tree of Life,that groweth 
m the way toeternall life, that ſo, with the eyes of our 
faith, wee may behold bimchar died for our ſinnes ypon 
a tree. | 

It was a wilde Figge-tree that Zachews climbed., but 
not like that vofrurtull one which our Sauiour cur- 
ſed : for this bare moſt precious fruite, eucn ſuch as 
Chriſt himſelte vouchſafed to plucke. A happytrec thar 
bare ſuch precious fruite #5\Z4chens was - bur thrice 
happy Zachers , that ſo happily climbed on tbat hap- 
Py. tree. | 

This tree grew in the way that Chriſt was to paſſe, for 
elſe Zachers might have climbed tono purpoſe :So'if we 
defire to find Chriſt, wee may feeke him inthe way where 
hee hath promiſed toſhew himſelfe vnto vs, that 15,io his 
holy Temple; where his Word is duely preached, andhus 
Sacraments reverently adminiftred : for where two or 
three be gathered together,hee hathpromiſed to bee pre- 
ſentamongſithemn, | 
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T be third cwcumſtance. 


V Vhen Chriſt came to theplace , hee looked vp and ſaw 
Zachers, 
As Zachenus ranne before Chriſt , ſo Chriſt followed 1.P2:.5.8. 
after to ſee Zachens. Sathan for his part went about hke a Job! 10. 
roaring Lion, ſeeking to dexonre him ; but Chiift for his a. 
part goeth about like a good ſheepheard, minding to 
ſauce him. And although Sathan a ſtrong armed man had 
taken ſome poſſeſſion inthe heart of Zacheas, yet Chriſt 
2 ſtronger thea hee, commeth vnarmed, and taketh 
 fromhiay kis harnefle wercin he truſted, and reskueth his 
tmoyle, 
Chriſt commeth to the place where Zachens was, 
becauſe otherwiſe it had beene vnpoſſible for Zachess to 
come to his preſence : for vnlefle the Lord vouchſafe to 
come ynto vs,wee cannot atraine to the preſence of God, 
Asno man might haue any accefle tro King Aſſwerns, ex- yefer ,, 
cept he ſtretched out his golden Scepter : ſo no man may 
come to Chriſt, vnleſſc hee be called by the golden Scep. 
ecr of his ſacred Word, 
Chriſt Incked vp and ſaw Zachewa, before Zachews could 
looke downe to behold him, Thus doth the Lordpreuent 
vs with his Mercy, whom he might caſt off in his Juſtice: 
and ifhe percciucinvs a willing mind to come ynto him, 
hee is content to come firſt vntovys; and like that good 
Father, Luke 15. to behold vs while weeare yeta great 
way off, and to haue compaſhon on vs, 
When /obs three friends, that came to viſt himin his 1 2.12; 
great calamity,lift vp their eyes a farre off , they knew 
not /eb,becauſe hee was fo ſore afflited. But Chriſt, who 
1s the mirror of true friendſhip, cannot fo ſoone forget 
his friends, howſoeuer they bee diſguiſed. Hee knoweth

2Ramme that was to be rerificed ſo ChriRlifcing vp his 
eyes, ſawinthe tree Zachew the finner that was to bee 
conuertcd, And now begins the converſion of Zacheus, 
for now Chrift begins to ſpeake vnto him. 

Zachews defired one'y to ſee Chriſt , but now Chriſt 
callech him by name, & cffereth his owne ſclfe vnto him. 
This was more then Zachew expetted , and yet no more 
then Chriſt vouchſafeth ; namely, to giue more thenis 
deſired. The ficke of the palfie that asked health, obtained 
alſo forgiueneſle of fins, Salomon defired wiſedome,& the 
Lord gane him wiſedome,& abundance of wealth befide, 
lecob azked but meate and clothing , & God made bim a 
great rich man, And Zachews Celired onely to haue a 
hghtof Chriſt, and was ſo happy as to cnteitaine him into 
his houſe, 

Thus the Lord that is rich in mercy to all that call vpon 
him,vſeth oftentimes to giuemore then we aske : and hee 
that is alwayes found of them that ſecke bim with their 
whole heart, is found alſo ſomtime of Gentiles that knew 
not God,E/a,65.r. Letvs therefore that were ſometimes 
finners of the Gentiles , ſceke the Lord, as Zachens did, 
while he may be found,&call ypon him while heis nigb, 
He will be found of them that ſeeke him hart. ly,& isnigh 
to all them thatcall vpon him faichfully, Pſal. 145.18. 

Zachecus, come downeat once, Now Chriſt beginnes to 
cal! Zachers fromthe tree to bee conuerted, as God cal» 
Jed Adam from among the trees of the Garden to be cur. 
ſed,Ger, 3,Befcre, Zachens was too lowe, and therefore

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was faine toclimbe, but nowheis too high, andrthere. 


fore hee muſt come downe. And we (for the moſt part) 
are cither too high, or too Jow ; too hot, or too cold; roo 
quick, or too flothfull in the Lords buſinefle, Sometime 
wee flocke together to heare a Sermon, like the people, 
Lok, 5. that preſſed ypon Chrift to heare the word: and 
anon we runto ſee ſome pleaſant _ » like che Athe- 
nians, whoſe cares alwayes itched ro heare ſome newes, 
Who make more ſhew of conſcience andreligion,then 
they that ſhew themſelues moſt irreligious & ynconſcio- 
nable ? Who ſeemed more confident and valorous in 
Chriſt his cauſe then Peter ? and not long after, who more 
trayterous and faint=hearted ? | 
Many can ſay with Peter, that they will nor ſtickto die 
before they will denie Chrift, but when it comes to the 
tryall, they are ready to abiure Chriſt and his Religion, 
before they will-hazard either life or living. 
- Hetthatwill cometo Chriſt, muſt come at once, with- 
out delay, for delayes (ſpecially in the matter of our ſal- 
uaticn) are moſt dangerovs; and repentance may not bee 
deferred, Wee muſt make no tarrying to twrne wnto the 
Lord, nor put off from day to day, left the wrath of the Lord 
breaks forth ſuddenly, and we be deftroyed in onr ſecarity, 
and periſh in the time of vengeance, Whenhe Lord is min» 
ded ro doe vs good, he will haue vs come quickly, like Io» 


 foph, Geneſ. 45.9. that in the time of famine would have

But why muſt Zachens come downe ſo haſtily ? Euen 
to entertaine Chriſt into his houle : for 70 day(laith Chrift 
1ſt abide with thee. This was ioytull newes to little Za- 
chexs.Notlong before, he waited meanes to ſee Chriſt, bur 
now hc hath opportuvity to entertain him into his houſe. 
| There was more humanity in Chriſt then in Zachens : 
for if Chriſt had not bidden himſelfe to dinner, he had not 
beene biddeo for Zachews : So if Chriſt do not offer him 
ſelfe vnto vs in his atflited members, he may goe long e> 
Rough before wee will offer him any entertainement. As 
often as the poore craueth any reliefc at our hands, lervs 
imagine that Chriſt asketh ſomething of vs: but as Za- 
ehexs muſt entertaine him preſently, without delay,ſo let 
Ys be ready to helpe them preſently, becauſe they ſtand in 
neede of preſenthelpe. And as he muſt receive Chriſt in- 
to his houſe; ſo we muſt make account to recciue his nee» 
dy members jnto our houſes. And as the yniuſt Steward 
procureth himſclfe friends with his Maſters goods: ſo let 
ys make the poore to be our friends, by our beneficence 
and bounty towards them,that ſo receiving them (when 
they haue neede) into our earthly houſcs, they may re- 
ceive vs, when we ſtand in greateft need, into cuerlalling 
Habitations. 
They that were invited tothe Marriage, Xatth.22.re- 
fuſed ro come ; but Chrift is content to come to Za- 
chens houſe befare he was invited. herein alſo he ſhew- 


.eth his great humihty, in comming before he was re- 


queſted , as they bewrayzd their great atrogancy, in re» 
fuſing to come being ſolemnely bidden. Ir was a part 
of great humi'ity, that hee that was moſt free from (inne, 
would youchſafe to come into 4 ſinners houfe : bur ir 
was a ſigne of greater humility,that he would bewray his 


great 
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great neceſſity, and ſceke for ſuccour at a ſinners hand. 

Alas, poore humble Saujour, who though thou bee 
Lord of Heauen and Earth,as thou art the Sonne of God, 
yet as thou art the Sonne of man, baſt ot whereon to lay 
thy head, CHatth.s. 54 

How ivfily did thy Prophet lerame wonder at thy 17.14 
humble pouerty,ſaying ; O :how hope of Iſrael, the Sawrony 
thereof in the tume of trouble , why art tho as 4 ſiranger 
the Land, or as one that paſſeth by to tarry for a night ? The 
Sonne cf God youchſafeth to come,and that vnrequeſted 
to a linfull mans houſe; a ſpeciall fauour:but he diſdainech 
not to make his neceflity knowne ynto him : O Rrange 
humility ! Here therefore appeares the ſingular humanit 
and great bumility of Chrift to finnefull men: he offeret 
himſclfe to be their Gueſt, if he finde them willing to en- 
ecrrayne him for their Gueſt, And Zachens,no doubt,was

Still Zachems is a receiuer : before hee was 
a recciyecr of cultome;, now he is a receiver of Chriſt, 
Zachews receincd Chrift two wayes : firſt; into bis heart, 
when-h:e deſired to ſee him : and then-into his houſe, 
when hee gaue him-Hoſpitality, Many receiued Chriſt 
to houſe, but not iato their hearts, and therefore receiued

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him grudgingly : but Zachens received Chrift firſt into 


his heart,and then into his houſe ; and therefore receined 
him ioy{ully. Of Zachens his ioyfulneſ(s, we mult learne 
to bee ioyfull, when wee doe any thing for the cauſe of 
Chriſt : wee muſt bre gladro harbour Chritft ir his mem» 
bers,'as Zachens was glad ro harbour Chrilt himſclfe. As 
before in comming downe from the tree, Zachews ſhew- 
ed his 'obethence: lo heere is receiving Chiift into his 
houſe,he ſheweth rhe 1oue that he bare vnto him. If Za- 
chers had nt loued Chriſt , hee might haue ſent timeo 
ſ-pre common TInne : But Zachers is content to receiue 
Chriſtin his dwine houſe; yea he'reioycerh to haue gotten 
ſo.200d a Gheſt ; like eAbrahim, that vſed to fitatthe Gey, 18. 
dobre of iis Tent; and reioyced to emtertaine rangers 
chat, went by the way :-and therefore, though Zachers 
were a Gentile borne, yet heerein hee ſhewes h\mſelfe the 
childe of Abraham, becavſe h: doth the workes of Abra- 
ham, Tobn 8. ver, y9.$0 did Abraham,and fo muſt we do, 
if we will ſhew our {clues tobe the children of Abraham.

Chriſt, then their Maſter was : and therefore not onely 
to Zachens, bur cuen to his whole houſe ſaluation is pro- 
miſed, becauſe the whole Family reioyced at Chriſt his 
comming.

when they ſhould relecue the poore, like churliſh Nabal, 
1.Sammcl 25.that reuiled Dawrd,when he ſhould haue 1c 
lecucd him.

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So long as Job proſpered, he kept a worthy and a wor. 
ſhipfull houſe, hee ſuffered not the ſtranger co licin the 
ſtreets , but opened his doore to the Trauailer that went 
by the way, 706, 31. 32. But now many Gentlemen of 
the Countrey are content to ſuffer the ſiranger,the father- 
lefſe, and the widdow,not onely to lye,but euen to ſtarue 
and dyc in the ſtreets with hunger and cold, and neverre- 
cciue them to houſe or harbour , nor affoord them any 


reliefe or ſuccour.But as the voyce of Abels blood did cry Gen, 4,10. 


from theearth to God for vengeance againſt his brothers 
cruelty : ſo the voyce of the poore and their pittious cries, 
ſhall enter into the cares ofthe Lord, and their guiltlefſe 
bloud ( which is powred forth in euery place without all 
compaſſion ) ſhall pull downe haſty and ſudden venge- 
ance from heauen, vpon the heads of thofe ynmercitull 
Cormorants, ynlefle while this time of mercy lafteth, they 
ſhew mercy to their diſtreſſed neighbours, 

Thus you haue beard how Zachens behaued himſelfe 
in entertaining of Chriſt: now you ſhal ſee the behauiour 
of the Phariſes in diſdaining at Chriſt. hen all they ſaw 
it, they murmured, ſing, that he was gone into lodge with a 


/infull man, Before, they hated Zachens for his vices, 


becauſe hee was couetous : now they enuy him for his 
vertues, becauſe hee was giuen to hoſpitality. For the 
wicked will haue alwayes ſomething to finde fault with 
in the children of God, like the ſonnes of [acob, Gen.37. 
that hated their bro: her /oſeph becauſe of his dreames : 
andlike Saw! that vnhappy King, that enuied Daxid for 
his happy vitories, 7. Semwel 18. 29, Thus the wicked, 
when they cannot charge the godly with any gricuous 
crime , they beginne to grudge attheir well doing : and 
therefore not onely Zachens is hated for receiving of 
Chriſt, but Chriſt is hated alſo for being his gueſt : When 
they could not accuſe Chriſt for finne, they accuſe him 


companying with ſinners : For they muſt ſtil] be _

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fing ſome or other, for one thing or other, likethcir father 
the Divell, that both by name, Rexel. 12, 10,.and by na- 


cure, 7ob16. 7,454 continuall accuſer af the brethren, Ic 


it had beene the duty of the Phariſes to have recejued 
Chriſt, and made much of him as Zachens did: but they 
are ſo farre off from entertaining him themſelues, that it 
greeucth them to ſee Zachens giue him entertaivement, 
And ſurely, ſuchis the pernerſe nature ofthe wicked,thac 
they will neither receive the grace of God when it is offe= 
red them, nor willingly ſuffer any other to imbrace the 
ſ:me :hke the wicked Jewes, Aits 13, go.that would nei- 
ther belecue the dorine which Pam/preached, nor could 


abide that the Genunlcs ſhould bee brought to the faith 


of Chriſt, Thehigh Prieſts thought themſclues too high, 
ro haue poore humble Chriſt amongſt them: The Scribes 
and the Phariſes, in their owne conceit were too good, 
too wiſe,and too holy to receiue him into their company: 
and not content to ſequeſter & eftrange themſclues from 
Chriſt, they diſdained alſo that he ſhould bee conuerſant 
with Publicans and finners, as though hee were not wor- 
thy to be converſant among them, 

If ie were the office of Chriſt to conuert lioners, why 
ſhould the Phariſes be offended at him , if hee were ſome 
times conuerſant with finners to worketheir converfion? 
It Chriſt were a Phyficionto cure the fickeneſle of the 
ſoule, that is, to faue the people from their ſinnes, why 
ſhould the Phariſes muimuce at him for keeping of 
company with Zachews , that was ficke in {oule ? for 
as it isexpedient for the Phylicion to viſit his paticnts for 
their better recouety , ſo it was convenient Chriſt ſhould 
viſit finners for their ſpeedy conuerlion, But as the 
Phyſicion thar reforcech vnto ſicke perſons,is not Rrait- 
way infeed ; fo the ſoules Phyſicion that conuerſech 
with faners is not thereby polluted. And therefore, as 
Chriſt performed his office, though the Phatriſes mur- 
| mured,

mured : ſo let che Miniſters of Godiearne byrhis exam- 
ple,to performe their duties, though the wicked be offen- 
ded. It was the office of Chriſt co call ſinners rorepen- 
tance, yea, hecame to call Pharific Gnners aſwelfas Pubs Like 18. 
lican finners, if the Pharifies would have confefſedtberrs- 
ſelues to be ſinners,as the Publicans did, bur becauſe they 
Rood ſo much ypon their owne righteouſneſſe, and de- 
ſpiſed orhers, therefore Chrift denouncertsſo many woes 
a2ainſtchem , and preferreth che penitent Publican that 2Matrh, 23. 
truſted inthe Lords mercy,before the proud Phaxiherhar 
truſted in his owne meri:s. | - | 
Though Pax/was a Pharicie,& the ſonne of a Pharifie, 

yet he ſhamethnot to. confefle himſelfe one of the chiefe 4 23.6. 
finners that Chrift came toſauc. So if the Pharxifies that 
murmured at: Zachews would hane  beene favied, they 
ſhould haue confeſſed themſclues- chiefe finners- as Pax 1-Tim.t-15. 
did, They ſhould not haue accuſed Chriſt for keeping c6- 
pany with finners, but they ſhould have accuſed theſelues 
for not keeping company. with Chriſt. The iuſt man (faith 
Salomon, Pre. 18.) is the firft accuſer of himſelfe ; but the 
Phariſics are ſo far from accuſing themſchues, that they be 
gan to accuſe Zacbeus &(, br:ft together. Thus the Phari- 
hes of ourtime,tharmake Religion a cloke ro cover theiy 

. corrupt dealing, baue chis property, to thinke othcr'imen 
to be hainous fhnners, &themſclues only to be righteous: 
inſomuch as they will not ſticke to ſpeake like that proud 
people,thac was wontto ſay, Depart fromme,for 1 am ho- iy 
lier then thow: & like the pre fumptuous Pharitie,] thanks Luke 18. 
God I amnot as others are, Extortioners Pſtrers, Adulterers, 
drawnhards, or ſuch like, I [anflifie the Sabbath,which othet 
men prophane. I frequem Sermons, which they negleA:l 
reuercnce thename of God, which they blaſpheme: I pay 
tithe,which others withhold:8 faſt ofrErimes,which they 
do ſc|dom,or never, Theſe were the ſpeeches of the Pha= Matth.15.7. 


riftes, that lined inthe time of Chriſt, whom hee fo _ Licke 11, 44+ 
callet 
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callethhypocrites:and theſe are the ſpeeches of the . 


crices of our age, that ſcem to live afterthe ſtraightefiſeR 


of our Religion, AfZ.26, They waſtrrhe outſide of the cup 
and ofthe platter;rhar is, they iuſtific chemſclues,& ſeeme 


marucilous holy in the ſight of men, which can diſcerne 
by the outward appearance onely : but ynto God that 
ſeeth & ſearcheth the ſecrets of the hearts and reines,they 
appearcliike painted Tombs,full of. dead mens bones, and 
allfilehineſſe:thatis, chey haue their inward paits full of 
Taucpiog, and all kinde of wickednefle, Wherefore, as 
Chriſt ſaid to his Diſciples , Except your righteonſnes. exe 
ceede therighteowſmerof the Seribet and. Pharifies , you cane 
wot enter znt9 the. Kingdom of heaven i So 1 fay vnto:you, 
that except your righteouſnefleexceed the tip hreouineſle 
of theſe Phariſaicall hypocrites, yee cannorbe ſaued. 
Theſe boly Pharifiesdid ve to call the Publicans , not 
Vlurers, nor Extortioners, as they themfelues were z bue 
by the generall name: of ſinners; as though they them- 
ſelues werefree from ſinne, Thus the Papitis at ebis du 
doe vic to call the moſt fincere Profeſſors of the Gol- 
pell , not Lutherans, Caluiniſts , Zwinglians, or Prote- 
fanty, as they were wont to eallthem : but:row they 
cerme vs Herettkes, 8 name more odious then any other ; 
whereas in the mane ſeaſon, theythemſehies arc of all 
oihers the greateſt Heretikes. So the. Atheiſts of eur 
time, whenchey cannot accuſe the godly that are 2- 
mongſt.vs of V{ury, or Bribery, or Extortion, or Drun- 


, .. Kenncle,or any ſuch notorious (inn, they call them by- 


pocrites, which is the ſumme of all : when as-in very 
eruth. they theraſelues doe beſt deſeruc thatname : bur 
it makes no matter what they ca'l vs, neither are weeto 
bee moved at their deſpightfull ſpeeches: for a5 the bir- 
cer tallnts. of thefe murmuring Pnariſies,, could not hin- 
der Zacheus 16 his conuerſion , 1o the flaunders of 
thele godlefle men, muſt nor-diſcourage the _ 
( 
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of God: from: thejs.gontl. profeſſion: The Pharifies 'did 
Z «cher 50a wrang-tbr; calling bimfinner,, when hee 
had repenced of hisfinne; andthe Atheiftsar this day doe 
greatly wrong the true Profeffors in calling them hypo» 
crites, which haue truely repenrted of their former finnes, 
and endeuonr by all. good meanes 'to leada godly life. 
Therefore as- Zachews preferd his ſoules. bealch before 
21l cheirmurmuring : ſo it bchoogeth vs to looketoour 
ſoules ſaluation , notwithſtanding all the reproches and ' 
fanders that are deuiſedagain(t vs, - And as the Pharifies 
might call Z aches figner, bug could not binder his con» 
yerlian.: fo. the malicious worldlings.may rake away our 
gqods, px good names, yea, and oyrliuexaiſo, but can- 
nax depriueys of our ſaluation. | | 


Wherefore, as our Sauiour ſaidto his Apoſtles, Feare Matth:ro. 


wot them that caw ki# the body, and then can do ne more': ſol 
fay,vnco.you;! Ecare not the frownes of the, wicked, fot 
they aze/neg able, co: hurt your better part : ſeeke not to 
gaine the fauour of the world, for the whole world is not 
able to ſaue a ſoule: burfeare ro offend him that is able eo 
defliroy.body apd foulc.in het, and ſeeke ro pleaſe bim 
that is able ra ſauce. them bothin heaven for cuer; - -- 
Now ' followeth: another. fruit of Zachery conuer- 


fion : namely, his gaod confeſſion :for, as hee beleeued Row.ro-10, 


with his heart vato righteouſnefle,, fo he confeſſed with 
the mouth voto faluation..

Behold, Lovd, the halfe of my goods, ec. There are two 
parts of this confeſſion; ' The firſt, is his gife to the poote. 
The ſecond, is the reſtitution of his ynivſtgorten goods, 
Before, Zachexs was an Oppreſſor of the poore, now hee 
is 2 great BenefaCtor to the poore : before, he was an En- 
crocher ypon other mens goods; nowheis aDifſtriburer 
of his owne goods: before; he was #Reeciver&a Takes, 
nowhee is'sReftoterand a-Gitier : neither dith hee yiue 
ſparingly, but be giveth liberally, l»ying vp%good foun- 
dation; againfit the rife ro come. © © | 

Now hath Zachzws found thar'preciousPearfe , and 
for ioy thereof', be js content, not to ſe, but to-gine all 
that he hath to enioy the ſame, Whentherich Ruler (in 
the former Chapter) was willed to ſel] all that he had,and 
ro giue it tothe poore, he went awsy very {orrowfull; for 
hee was very rich: bur, Z athens perhaps as rich at hee, is 
content, othis owne accord; 8& vnbiddew,to beſtow halfe 


his goods vpon the poore,& that with'a cheerfull minde. 


If Zacheus had giuen onely the third part of his goods, 
no doubt bue Cl.rift would have _ it, for hee ac- 
cepred the Widdowes farthing, becauſe it was giuet) with 
2a willing minde : but if he Had given all his goods to feed 
the poore, asthe Pharifies gave theiralmes, to bee ſeene 
of men : yea, or his body to be burned; as fome Romans 
have Cone to ger renowne,it ſhould-have beento no pur- 
P-ſe, becauſe it was done fo a wrong end, -* 

Now, as Z xchers was rich inthe gobds of this life; fo 
was heerichin faith alſo : neither was it'an idle of 'dend 
faith that Zachers had , but it was a fruitfull and lively 
faith , a faththat worketh and1aboureth by loue;/ ſuch

as is required at the hands of Chriftians,Saint Zawves ſaith, 
Shew me thy faith by thy worker, And here Zachens doth 
ſhew his faich by his works. Before,he was exerciſed in vn- 

odly works, which are the fruics of Infidelity : but now 
he is exerciſed in the works of mercy, which are the fruits 
of a lively faith. Zacbexs is very libersll in releeving the 
poore,but heis liberall of that which 1s his owne:ſo there 
are many now adayes that are very liberall,buticis ofthae 
which is none of theirs : for as Nadeband Abby offered 
ſtrange fire vnto the Lord, ſo theſe men offer ſtrange 
goods vato the Lord, There are ſome amongſt vs, chat 
thinke to make amends for their vniuſt dealing, by giuing 
pou of that to ſome good ſes, which they have gocten by 

ad meanes; if they haue gotten a poutid by Vſury 4nd 
Oppteflion , they are content perhapsto giue a penny to 
relicue the poore,But as it was not lawful for the Ifraclites 
ro bring the price of the hire of an Harlot into the houſe 
of the Lord,ſoirisnor lawfull fer ys toapply the gaine of 
our ill gotren goods to the ſeruice of God,

Zacheus ſaith not, I have given, as an ypbraider of 
God: or, I will give, as adelayer, thac mennes to giue 
away his goods after his death , when he can keeperthem 
no longer: but hee ſai. h, / gize ;to fignife, that his will is 
his deede, and chat he meane.h not totake any dayes of 
payment for the marter. For as before hee ranne apace 
tro ſee Chriſt, and came downe haftily to entertaine Chriſt 
in his owne perſon, ſo doth hee here giue quickly to 
relecue Chrift in his needy members, This is Zachews 
laſt Will and Teftamentthart he maketh before his death, 
and (eeth the ſame proued & performed before his eyes, 
If therefore wee dehire to doe any goodto any of our 
poore brethren, ler vs learne of Zacbexs to doe it quick 
ly, while we arc alue, for time will preuent vs, and death 


will preyenc vs, I know there would be many in 
| C c 
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be willing to giue ſome part of their goods to the poore 
before their death, as Zachers did, but tha: they know 
not what neede themſelues may haue thereof betote the 

dyc; &therefote, forthe moſt part, they wi' hardly forſake 
or leaue their goods,ril their goods forlake & leaue them. 
Bur hereinthey ſhew themſclues to doub: of Gods prouji- 
dence, and as it were to diſtruſt of his payment, who hath 
promiſed to repay wharſoeuer is giuen ynto the poore, as 
it were lent ynto himſelf, & that not ſecretly,though they 
did their almecs neuer (o ſecretly: but the Lord wil reward 
them openly,as our Saujour ſpeaketh, A7arr.6. The wiſe 
Preacher, Eccl, 11. willeth vs to caſt our bread vpon the 
waters ; thats, to beliberall tothe poore, whoſe watery 
eyes bewray their great neceſſity : or (as others expound 
it) to hazard and aduenture ſome of our goods vpon our 
needy brethren, as Marchants doe aduenture their goods 
ypon the Seas : for although they may ſeeme to bee in 
great perill & danger of periſhing in the waters, yet com- 
monly it falleth out, that by the bleſſing of God they re- 
turne with greater profit, So, albeit the reliefe that is be- 
Rowed vpan our diſtreſſed Neighbours, mzy lceme to be 
loſt;yct,as the wiſe man ſaith, after a time we ſhall ince it 
2g4in:& astheprecious oile deſceded from Aarons beard 
to the skirts of his clothing; ſo certainely the oyle of 
Mercy and Charity, which we powre iato the wounds of 
our diſtreſſed Bretheren , ſhall deſcend into our owne 
ſoules. And as the Widdowes oyle was increaſed in the 
Cruſe, becauſe ſhee releeued the Lords Prophet, ſo 
ſhall this precious oylc, beſtowed vpon thepoore, bee 


returned vpon our heads in great meaſure, Thus is Za- ' 


chews liberall as you ſee : for hee giueih away halfe his 
goods: but hee giuesit notto the rich, that might giue 
to him againe, but hee giues itto the poore that cannot 
requite him : to teach vs ypon whom wee ſhould beftow 
cur almes, As God,that is tich in mercy,giucth ;ll things 

ynto 
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ynto ys that cannot requite him : ſo the rich men of this 
world (if they haue any fparke of mercy in them) ſhould 
giue ynto the poore that cinor requite them.But amongſt 
vs, in cuery place almoſt, it is farre otherwiſe : for if any 
thing be to be gen , northey tharare poorefi & and in 


greateſt need, but they that can make beft friends are beft 


preferred. Thus Des is ſtill enriched, and Lazar is till 
reieed. If we ſend to a great man,we ſend an Oxe fora 
preſent, bur if we ſend to a poore man; we ſend a Cruſt for 
analmes. Therefore, as Chiiſt ſajd to the ewes, rhat the 
Niniuites ſhould riſe in Judgement againtthem, becauſe 
they repented at /onas preaching : ſo it may bee ſaid vnts 
VS, that Zachbews ſhall riſe in iudgement againſt vs, and 
condemne vs :' for hee ſhewed (great mercy ypoh'the 
poore, but we are yoide of all compaſſion. 

Thus you haue heard the firſt part of Zacbeus con- 
feſſion, wherein youſee his liberality to the poore. Now 
you ſhall heare the ſecond part of his confeſſion, wheres« 
in hee promiſeth reftitution of his vniuſt gotten goods, 
Before, Zachers gave to the poore the halfe of that 
which was his owne : now hee reſtoreth that which is 
none of his, to the right owners. And beeauſe hee had 
detayned their goeds ſolong, to theirgreat lofle and hin- 
derance, therefore hee doth not onely reſtorethe princi= 
pall, which hee had raken from them ; but hee alloweth 
them their coſts and dammages they had ſuſtayned. 
As Torams, King of Iſrael, cauſed to bee reftored to the 
Shinamite her houſe and land, and all the fruits'and 
profiies of the ſame, which were wrongfully kept from 
her ſcuen yeeres rogether : ſo Zachens the Cuſtomer 
reftorerh to thoſe that hee had oppreſſed , their goods 
which he tiad gotten from them, by fraudulent dealing, 
with all the truits and profites' that might come thereof, 
during the time of his vniafipoſſeſſion;' So libetall was 
Zachews to the poote, that hee gaue them halfe- his 
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T he Sinners confeſsion, 


oods : and fo little got Zachews by his Vſury & Oppre(- 
Don ghee for euery penny be reſtored foure, It the Viurers 
and Excortioners of our time would reftore fourefold for 
that they haue wrongfully gotten, I feare they would 
haye but a ſmal balfe co give to the poore,and bur 8 little 
left to help themſclues. There was no law to compell Za- 
ohew to make ſuch reſtitution, except hee will conteſſe 
bimſelfe to be a thicefe, becauſe he was an V ſurer,and then 
the law of God requireth ſuch refticution, And ſurcly,Z«- 
chews ſeemech after a ſort to confeſlle his theft, becauſe he 
promiſeth foure-fold reftitution. If a man had fiolne a 
ſheepe, the law of God requireth that hee ſhould reſtcre 
foure ſheep for one:and the ancicvt Romans had this law, 
that Vſurers ſhould forfeit foure times ſo much as they 
tooke for Vſury, Ifthe ſame law were now to vie againt 
our thecuiſh Vſurers, as it was ſomtime among them, we 
ſhould not baue ſuch complayning of the poore both in 
Priſons & Streets, But if theſe great theeues (1 meane our 
biting V ſurers) that rob and ſpoile without ceahng when 
they haue no need, might finde no more fawor then thoſe 
petty theeues, whichrob and Reale ſometime, when they 
are driven thereto by extreme neceſſity, then ſurely, the 
Common-wealth would ſoone bee disburdened of that 
peſtilent broed of Catterpillers, wherewith it is peſtered. 
1] wiſh them betimes to looke to their owne eftate,, and 
with Zachews to forſake their damnable Trade, If they 
have lived hitherto by the gaine of Vſury, letthemnow 
lameac their fine, and call ro God for mercy and for- 
guueneſle : let them make reſtitution of that they haue 
wrongfully caken , and grieue thatthey haue ſolopg de- 
tayned chat which is none of theirs, For asno finne is par- 
doned without repentance to God, ſo Vſury is notpar- 
doned withoutrepentanceto God : and as the finne of 
theft is not remoued, before reſtitution bee made to men 
(if the party be able) ſothe ſinne of Vſury (whichis a ſe= 
cret 
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T he Sinners confeſsion. 
cret theft) is notremitted , before reſtitution bee made 
to thoſe thatare oppreſſed and ſpoiled by this ſecret thefr. 
Thus you haue ſeene how Zachers, that was once 3 hoor- 
der oft his goods, as our rich men are,is now a hberall dif- 
poſer of his goods,asI wiſh they were, He that lately was 
a Camel laden with riches,& therfore vnaptto go thorow 
a Needles eye, bath nowlikethe Camell caſt off hisrich Matth.rg, 
lading, & therefore may enter in at the narrow gate.Some 
rich men would rather haue loſt their lives, then forgone Matth.7, 
their goods,& for halfe that loſſe would haue proued very 
penſiue : but this was the joytulleft newes that euer came 
to Zachees houſe, ſweeter to him then all his goldand / 
ſilver: that wheras before,he was in theſtate of danation, 
now ſaluation is promiſed to him & bis houſe:and where- 
as befoic he was the ſerauant of Satan , now he is become 
the child of eAbraham, Now Zachens houſe is become 
Gods houſe, and Zachews himſelfe is the ſonne of Abra- 
ham; and -herefore no cauſe why Chriſt ſhovld not re- 
ſort to Zacheus houſe, As Chriſt ſaid te the penitenc 
Thicfe, T hrs day ſhalt thou be with me in Paradiſe : So hee Luke t3. 
ſ.ith here to the penitent Publican , Thes day ſaluation is 
come nts thy howſe,aud thi day then art become the child of 
Abraham. Chiiſt loues not to be long in-avy mans debt ; 
f.r as he ſaith to Zachers, To day 1 muſt abide at thy homſe : 
{o he faith to the ſame Zachers, To day and hence-forth 
for euer, thou and thy houſe muſt abide with me in hea- 
uen. Here is a happy change; in lead of a little worldly 
treaſure, ſubicAto loſe by Thecues, and to fpoile by 
r:Rand moths, to haue all tore of heauenly treaſure, 
which neither Thecues canſteale, nor Canker can cor 
rupt4 in Read of an carthly houſe, ſubie&ro fire and fal- 
ling, to baue a houſe giuen of God : not made with 21#th.6. 
hands , buteternall inheauen, 2, Cor, 5, 1. Who would 
notrather chaoſe with Zachews to giue halte his goods 
roche poore , that he may be an heire of fa/uation, and 
C 3 rhe 
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the ſonne of Abrahars, to reſt in his Fathers boſome, then 
with Des to keep al from the poore,& be tormented in 
thoſe eternall flames ? That rich glutron, that denyed the 
crums from his Table,challenged Abraham for his father, 
but hee was refuſed, becauſe hee had not the faith nor 
workes of Abraham: but Zachens, though by nature hee 
were notthe child of Abraham,yer by grace he is become 
the child of Abraham, becauſe he walked in the ſteps of 
that faithfull Father. Abrabawms beleeued before hee was 
circumciſed, ſo Zacheres beleeued before he-was circum- 
ciſed. As eAbrahamleft his Countrey,and all that he bad, 


when God called him; ſo Zachers left his office, and the 


moſt part of his riches , when he was called by the Son of 
God:& as Abraham defired to ſee the day of Chrili,& ſaw 
it, and reioyced:ſo Zachews defired to ſee Chriſt, & he ſaw 
him and rejoyced.Now is Zachews,a Gentile, become the 
child of Abraham : and not only he, but his whole houſe 
alſo is become the houſe of Abraham; for when Zacheus 
is converted ,*his whole houſe is conuerted, As the Ma- 
ſer is, ſuch are the ſeruants; if he be godly and religious, 
they proue godly and religious: if he be an Atheift, they 
proue Atheiſts likewiſe, Therefore keepe no company 
with the wicked, for it is moſt pernicious : bur aſſociate 
thy ſelfe with thoſe that feare the Lord, that thou alſo 
maiſt learne to feare the Lord : who for his mercy graunc 


* that wee may with Zachexs be delirous to ſee Chrilt, ioy- 


full co receiue Chriſt , liberall to releeve the members of 
Chrift, andready to make amends when we haue wron- 


— ged any of our brethren, that ſo with Zach: we may be 


heires of ſalvation, and the true ſonnes of Abraham, to 
raigne with Chriſt in heauen for ever, by the meancs 
and merits of him that dyed and role againe 
for ys, To whom with the Father and 
the holy Ghoſt beal] glory,

Avud waited for the cox/olation of Iſrael, 

Stmeoy alſo waited for the conſolation of Iſrael, vntilþ- 
hee hadembraced in his armes him whom hee 1o long 
longed to ſee and feele, How many wayters bee there in 
the world? yet few wait 3s Szneon did : but jomie wait for 
Honours, ſome forRiches, ſome for Pleaſvres, ſome for 
Eaſc, ſome for Rewards, ſome f-r Money , ſome for a 
deare Yeeie,and ſome for a golden Day,as they cal it: but 
Simeon waited and expected with many. a loig lboke, 
vntill hehad ſcepe and embraced Chiiſt Ieſus,thehipht of 
the Gentiles,the glory of Iſrael; the ſaluation of all thar 
With a faithfull and zealous affetion & Jouve do wait for

If you 
doe, for ſhame ſay ſo no more , begge nyomoreat Gods 
hands, vntill you be more thanketull for that you haue re= 
ceiued, For, behold, the heaueps frowne vpon you for 
your finnes, andthe earth denyeth her fruit, andis be» 
come barren, becauſe of your vathankefulneſle,

Swncon ſung when he was brought into the Temple, 
If S-meen had not longed, and ſo waited forthe conſo- 

lation, ſhould hee now haue had this ioy and exultation? 
he could not haue felt it; foras our debre is, ſois our ioy. 
And ſurcly, therefore we receive not ſound comfort , or 
feele ſmall ioy by the preaching of the Goſpell, becauſe 
we with longing wait nor ferit, we haueno liuely deſire 
of it, we hunger and thirſtnor after it. 

Lord new lenteft thou thy ſeruant depart. Simeon waiting 
for the conſolation of If! , longing to ſcethe Sauiour, 
was like the Hart,panting for the water brooks,til he had 
beheld h's beft Beloued:but as ſoone as he had taken him 
in his armes, whom his ſoule defired to ſee, hee ſothirfied 
Gor death, that hee thenceforth thought of, ſought after, 
beſought God for nothing, but to leave this life, & hence

thew thy ſernant depart. But doe you (ſay ſome) com»

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mend him herein ? did hee well ? May not any man deſire 
death ? may not rhe faſtned ſhip in a ſtrange Land defire 
to bee looſed, to haſten to his longed for Port at home ?

And Pal protefſeth, he defireth to 
be diffolued or volooſed,as ſhips in a ttrange land faſtned, 
as ſtravgers amongſt cruell enemies impriſoned, They 
were vnnaturall if they did not : it were vnreaſonableto 
require they ſhould not : for wee not oncly may thinke ir 
Jawfull, but muſt alſo acknowledge ir, ' even: a neceflary 
duty to defire death.For is thereril| then in vs any perfe&t, 
yea, any pure obedience of God ?Dothnor (11: as long as 
chis life laſterh,dwel in our members?Ts there avy:paſſage 
to the perte&t life, but by the firſt dearh? The Fiſh, which 
rakenin the ner out ofthe lea,ftrugglerhro ger in again: 
and Adam thruſt out of Paradiſe, would faine haue-beene 
within againe: how much more ſhould we be defirousto 
be ſettled inthezrue Paradife, inaffurancenever to be pur 
from thence ? Therefore, alſo it is not onely our duty to 
deſire death ;” butalſo as ſoone as anycleerly ſceth Chriſt, 
preſehitly hee defireth ro dye. For though his ſtate be ne+ 
uer fo pleaſant, though his life bee moſt delightfull, 
though hecexcell in riches, and plcaſures, and honours, 
and knowledge, and glory , and farreexceede all that c= 
ver were ;_yetat thefight of Chriſt hee eucnreioyceth ts 
forgoe all, the love of the World falling away like the 
Mantle of Elias, when hee was rapt into heauen, and ſo 
cryeth with the Apoſtle, 1 defire tobe diſſolued; that hee 

may 
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may bee with Chrift, For Chriſt is light, and as ſoone ag 
they ſee him, they ſee alſo themſclues and the worlds 
falſe happinefſe; his glory , and their ſhame and filthi- 
neſſe : which maketh chem wiſh for death, chat they may 
ceaſe to finne againſt God, and perfeQly pleaſe him,and 
evioy true happinefle with him : for all ſinne is bloud in 
their eyes, and all worldly pleaſures vanities. 

Bur why then (fay you) have Heman the Exrachite, 
P/al.88. 15.16.17, and Ezekiah that godly King, E/ay 
38, 10.12.12. 14. and that man after Gods owne heart, 
the ſweet finger of Iſracl, Dawmd, Pſal.6.4.& 30.8.9. lo 
prayed, and taught others to pray againſt death ? Why? 
Becauſe they all were, and would hauc others to bee in 
the feruentloue of God, both to dyc,and toliue deſirous; 
tolive, thatthey might amongſt men vphold and further 
the true worſhip of God, ſo to ſaue their brethrens ſoules, 
and aduance the glory of God the more : to dye,that they 
might petfe&tly obeying God, fullypleaſe him, and freed 
from all evil}, enioying all good, with him moſt bleſſedly 
live. For not onely the Apoſtle Pas/, but all heic, and 
whatſoeuer are grounded in the faith of Chriſt, but eſpe- 
cially all that haue ſtrong hope to aduance the honour of 
God, are ina frait, as the Apoſt'e ſpeaketh, Philip. 1.23. 
and cruſht on both ſides, euen with two contrary debires ; 
to be with Chrifl, which is beſt of all for themſelues; and 
to continue amongſt men, which is melt needfull for 


them. So that this remsyneth a; manifeſt moſt neceſſary 


duty, and of all, that haue truely, as Swcoz, beleeued in 
Chrift, performed : namely , thenceforth Rill ro defire 
death, though they alſo withall deſired , lite for others, 
death for themſclues, 

Yet, all that defire death, performe not a duty : for the 
wicked often defireto dye, butnort duely : for, though 
chey wiſh ſometimes foric, and bee wil:ing alfo to abide

death to be for them (33 indeede it is) moſt horrible,chey 
viterly abhorre it, they deteſt it extremely. How then 
ſay ſome ) ſhould they ſecke death ſo eagerly 2 How 
ould they murder themſelues ſo willingly ? They doe 
it not altogether willingly, but wietingly ; not freely, but 
forced with feare of ſome ſuppoſed greater euill : The 
troubles of this world, the anguiſh of body, the horror 
of minde, they are moſt impatienc of , _y cannor , they 
will not endure them, and thereupon they ſometimes 
preterre death before life , lefle willing to liue in vexati- 
on, then dying to try, whether they ſhall feele what they 
feare, cuen delerued damnation : for they are never wil. 
ling to die, but vawilling to live often, and ſo worke them 
{elues cndlefſe woe, in hope of ſuppoſed happineſle, ab. 
hortir g life, not ervly defiring death, For how dye they, 
when 
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when they moR voluntarily bereauc themſclues of life.? 
not in loue of God, longing to pleaſe him, performing 
all ſervice to him. 7 but either in paine of body ;-or elte 
anguiſh of minde, either raging that they cannor ſatisfic 
their luſts, or haue loſt outward things. immoderately 
loued : or fearing if they dye, deſerued rotments:fit rhey

For none but the truely religious, none bur they thit 
by faith are aſſured theyare before God righteous'; can 
rightly dehre death, For who would defire a change 
but for the better ? But all that are ignorant of God, all 
the vnfaithfull , what knowledge focuer they haue,, 'cah- 
not beein better caſe dead, then they are nowin livitg, 
tkough molt miſerably payned : nay } they catmot bee * 
Without iuſt feare, when they forgoe this lite, to feele for 
cuycr the ſecond death, But the faichfull hauing-their 
c6nſciences quiet and alſo ioyfull in:Chrift , free-from 
the feare of thardeath they haue deſerued, and: affured 
by death ro paſle to that life whichi God co all faithful 
hxthpromiſed, carneftly wiſh to dye in feruent lone of 
God, and zeale of his glory; that ſo they-may-ceaſe from 
offending their good God, -and never CTY 
1s 
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his mercy ; ſhewing thereby that they are weary cf the 
ſeruice and bondage of Sathan and finne, and aſſured af- 
rer death to enioy the true Life , moſt tully glorifying 
God, and moſt perfe&tly pleaſing him for ever : and 
therefore alſo they detire death , not ſhortning their life, 
but waiting, his leaſure and calling , thereby gloriſying 
God,as in their liues they haue done, and fought ro doe. 

For man was not borne at his owne will, and therefore 
may not dye at his owne pleaſure, Therefore they beg it 
of God,referring themſelues ever to his good will, when, 
where,and how by death they ſhall glorific him , fti}| do» 
firing it, bur never wiltully procuring it, 

It any obie&t, that Sampſon plucke the houſe on his 
owne head, as well as on the Philiftines, wee muſt vnder- 
Rand, that Sampſen was a figure of Chriſt, and therefore 
as it werecftring himſelfe ro God a ſacrifice,firfi prayed, 
and then glorified God at his death, more then 211 his )ife, 
in killing ſo many of Gods enemies. And becauſe they 
waitthe Lords leaſure, they not onely wiifully murder 
not themſclues , bur re careful allo leſt foohſhly vowir- 
tingly they haſten it, Forall they are guilty of their owne 
bloud, that either by foole- hardy, raſh, or vnwiſe beha- 
uing, or with ſurfers, drunkennefſe, or any intemperate v- 
fog of themſclues, ſhorten their life, Yea, though they 
tender their lives neucr ſo deare, yet arc they guilty, be- 
cauſe they willingly vie the meanes that brings death, 

Simeon had ſeene much in his many Gayes , but when 
hee ſaw Chriſt, he was vnwilling to live any longer to ſec 
more. His deve js accompliſhed, his long looging at 
length is ſatisfied, his feruentexpeCtation with free joy 
now fulhlled, Ie is enough, faith S;mcon, that 1 haue 
leenemy Sauiour : as /acob ſaid , Jt xs enorgh that my ſonne 
Toſeph Iizeth, How much more then ſhould wee bee ſa- 
tisfied withthis, and in all chankfulncſſe reſt in it, that we 
haue ſeene Clift, not as Simer,in weakenefle and wn 
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neſſe, but vitorious, mofi-glorious, oner Sin, Death, and 
Hell triumphing , and are more afſuredthen Jacob was, 
that hee, nor 3s oſeph vnder Pharach in Egypt, liveth, 
but in heauen with his Father in higheſt Maieſiy,raigneth 
Lord ouer all , having all power both in Heauen and 7p, 17.14. 
Earth ? and moreouer, where he 1s,thither ſhall we come, 1. 76b» 3.3. 
and bee like him , and with him as felow-heires raigne in Xom.8,18. 
the Kingdome of our Father for cuer. 

Simeon knew Chriſt 8s ſoone as hee ſaw him , and em- 
braced him as ſoone as hee knew him , and enioyed him 
as ſoone as hee embraced him : ſo ſome know the Word 
of God as ſooneas they heare it,and belecuc ir as ſoone as 
they know it, and feelethe comfort of it as ſoone as they 
beleeuc it, But others heareir as though they heard it nor, 
ike deafe Adders which op their eares at the voyce of 
the Charmer. So Pharach would not heare the yoyce of xxod.5. oc. 
eMoſes,nor Baals Prieſts the voyce of Elias: and others, 1.King.1s. 
though they know it, yer will not belecue it, asif God 
were vntrue : ſoall malicious wretches thar preferrethe 
pleaſures of finne before the glory of God : and others, 
rhough they beleeve ir, yet can they not eitherpreſently, 
or when they will, feele the comfort of it , much leffe the 
oy which is cffered by it; namely, the heart oppreſſed, the 
deſolate 2fflited ſoule, 

The ſeedeisnot caſt all on a heape, but tis caſt abroad: 
therefore, where bee the fruits of the Spirir that you have 
brought foorth ? For the Spirit of God 1s nor like a dead 
potion inthe omacke, which worketh not neither can 
we haue this Spirit in vs,and feele itnot, For if thou haſt 
it, it will leace thee as it did longing Szeon (as we haue 
hitherto ſeene) ro the Temple,and when thou art there,it 
will leade thee to Chriſt, and when thou haſt receiued and 
embraced him, it will poſſeſſe thee with ioy, and fo with 
thankefulnefſe and godly care to keepe him, any to inter=

oels minifier, Heb,1 2. 22, euen him who is moſt bleſſed 
tor euer, Euery Scruing-man bearesthe cogniſance of his 
Maſter vpon his fleeue, What then will the 1 ord ſay, 
when he commeth and finderh vs marked with the badge 
of Sathan?Surely:he will ſay;Giue vnteo Sathan that which 
is Sathans. Burt ail the houſes of [frac] are ſprinkled with 
the bloud of the Lambe, and all mourners in Teruſalem 


* are marked, and all the choſen are ſealed with the ſeale of 


the lining God, 

| Well was it faid , The poore recejue the Goſpel]. The 
young menare more forward in the truth, and more zca- 
lousthenthe Aged,the Sonne then his Father,the Seruant 
then his Maſter. Once the younger brother ſtole away 
the bleſſing from the elder, theretore the elder hated him 


_ euen forh&zeale, And when was /acob hated more then 


hee is now? When was he {o hated and perſecuted as hee 
is now by Eſau? Yet,in the old time,men were mcre 7.ca- 
leus in their age, then euer wee heare of them to bee in 
their youch ; yea, they were zealous in the Lords buſi. 
nefle. 

Age hindred not Noah from building of the Arke, 
when God commanded him : age hindred not Swmeon 
from reioycing and mirth, when he beheld and embraced 
the Lord Ieſus Chriſt. Then old Simeon embraced Chriſt, 
& heerioyed him with hearty joy in zeale:but now where 
1s old S1e0n ? There be but few ofthem to be ſeene com- 
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ming to the Temple to receiue Chriſt, but now yong men D27.r.3. 
receiue him, yong Suweens, yong Daniels, yong Samwels, 1.51m2.3. 


org Timmathies,and yong Onefimus,and the youg /nfants 
eginne to ſpeake againe, 

The yong haue him,they are zealous, and I hopethey 
will keepe him,though old men negleCt him.Sathan,thou 
haſt coo much for nothing already. 

Is peace, &c., 


Chriſt brings peace wich him, not the peace of the Aliancn 


world, bur that peace which paſſeth all vaderftanding, 
Z1y peace 1 leane with you, [6h,14.27, My peace remaine 
with you, ſaith he. -Our peace is laid vp in Chrift, and all 
the peace wee haue , wee have by lim, elſe it is not true 
peace, $:weon was iuſt, and feared God inhislife , and 
therefore hee departed in peace : ſo marke the end of the 
iuſt, and follow theirſteps, and you ſhall then depart in 
peace, like the Lambe-vypon the Crofle. 


Faine would Balaam die the death of the righteous, but jryum.2;.14, 


Balaam muſt then liue thedife of the —_—_ : therefore 
all n.en looke to this. Happy are they that depart inpeace, 
who when Death ſaith feare,& the Serpent ſaith deſpaire; 
they ſay by the ſpirit rothe fleſh, Crouch,and bid the Ser 
pert flie, while Death openerh the priſon doores, 

If the Papiſts would haue men to depart in peace,they 
would never ſay, that thoſe which depart, goe to Purga- 
toric : for ſo by their owne ſaying, the worlt part is be- 
hinde. For they afficme , that the payre thereof is farre 
gricuouſer then any that in this life may be ſuſtained, Bur 
againe, ſome ſay , this Purgatoricis intheearth neereto 
Hell,and ſo it is too farre from FHeanen to be ſaued, Some 
doe ſay, they are puniſhed there by fire ; and ſome ſay, by 
watcr; and ſome ſay, by fire and water, Some, laſtly doe 
ſay, that the coad Angels rorment; and others lay, that 
che euill ſpirics doc ir. In this variety of moſt vncomfor- 
tuble cpinions, how is it poſſible hence to departin 
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peace ? But wee muft vnderRtand it is a painted Sepulchre, 
rrade for the pampering of the living, not for the puniſh- 
ing or purifying of them that bee dead. For the Locuſts 
o: Romedoeliuc altogether by ſuch Trentals,and by ſuch 
Traditions; and this is the profits bleft dreame that ever a- 
ny of them dreamed : but ir is manifeſt by the word of 
God, that where the trec falleth,there it lyeth, and ſhall 
lyc for ever. Dines and Lazarms arc dead; and where they 
arc,thither ſhall we all goe, Sathan hath many fleights o 
deceive vs, of which this js one of the greateſt, to bring 
vs from the word of God, to dreames and Treditions,and 
things invented by the braines of mortal] men , which 
haue not the Spirit of God in them. 
According to thy Word, 

All the ſeede falleth notinto good ground : 5nd thiere- 
fore,thoughlI hauc ſhewed you it is vngodly,as being not 
according to the word, ſome thinke it but a ſmall marter 
to ſay for the dead, Lord, haue mercy vpon them, atleaſt 
they thinke it isa veniall fin if it be a fin, Butler vs take 
tcede how we make trifles of fias,for there is no dallying 
with God, who is icalous 2s a conſuming fire , when his 
people make ſuch ſmall account of his words. Other de- 
mand, whether it be not better to ſay, God be with them, 
then the Devill be with them?both which arc nzught,and 
to be eſchewed, And herein they aske this queſt:on like a 
thiefe , who bauving robbed aman by the high-way , and 
being taken with it, and demanded why he did ſuch a vil- 
lany, ſaith; Is it not berterto rob him then to kill him ?as 
cheovgh hee muſt ncedes doe one of them : then whar a 
ſhameleſſe anſwere 1s this ? for it is manifcR, that of wo 
eu-ls none isto be choſen. 

Some will ſay, it is ateſtimony ofcurgood will, To 
ſuch wee muſt reply, ſaying ; ſo it is a tetiimony of your 
ignorarice : and then after a little conference they will 
graunt, that indcede jt doth not profit th:m. Then wee 
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muſt reply and ſay , God hath made all things toprofite 
vs, andiath commanded that nothing bee vicd voproti- 
tably, no not ſo much ag a yaine word ſpeaking ; ſaying, 
That for cuery idle word wee muſt giue account atthe 
day of judgement. Then they reply 2gaine, ſaying: If ir 
doe them no good, it doth them no harme, But we muſt 
anſwer, It were good to beware |cſt it dothy ſelfe harme, 

Another ſort will reply and ſay, I pray God I neuer 
doc worſe, Butro ſuch we muſt anſwere;1 pray God you 
may doe better : and you ſhould firſt know whether you 
doe not barme, before you doe it. For indeede it muſt 
proceede of hirme, being ſpoken in doubting without

tai:h; forif you belecued that they were laid yp in peace, . 


whom you pray for , what neede you pray for them at 
all? But it ſhewes an vnbeleeving heart, and we know thag 
whatſ>euer is not of faith, is ſinne, andthe Lord will fay 
of them , Who hath required theſe things at your hands? 
You haue wrought vanities. Now therefore you will not 
leave it, becauſe you yſed itzthen wil you ſay alfo, We wil 
not leaue our Lying, nor Swearing, nor our Curſing, be= 
cauſe we haue vſed ie. It willgricue me if I heare you vie 
theſe ſpeeches hereafter, hauing no reaſon nor proofe of 
Scripture to maintayne it by, or to be your warrant init : 
therefore I charge you in the name of God , that you vſc 


- them not; butrather when you heare this, or any other 


finne condemned, lay hands vpon it, and (ee that you put 
it ro death withour delay, according tothe Law of God, 
According to thy Word, 

When Sathan haththus poſſeſſed vs with this opinion, 
that in the ſeruice of God wee may negleA the Word 
of God, thenprofices and pleaſures guide vs in our pro- 
ſeſſion : but they thar doe ſo profeſie Religion and godli= 
neiſe, can neuerhaue any comfort by it all their life, For 
their owne kearts acculethem for Hypocriies, becauſe 


they wait noc for the conſolation of Gud, according to 
D 4 his

his word : and whetſocuer is not done according to that 
word, cannot be acceptable : and this word thegWare not 
for, neither have it in eftimation, When «Adam ſeeth 
his nak«ednefle, the ſubtile Serpent can deceiue no longer, 
buc before heeſeeth his nakednefls, hee is ever deeciued, 
and led away with the multitude into innumerable er- 
rors. Some ſay, they ſhall be ſaued by good workes, and 
ſome by the Popes pardon, others ſay by Purgatorie,and 
theſe will have a Maſe ſung for them as long as the world 
ſandeth, &all for one filly ſoule, thinking to be ſaued by 
it. And yer ſee their blindnes, for they feeme tothinke that 
their corment ſhall not ceaſe as long as the world adeih: 
elſe why ſhould they finde and hyre men to ſay Maſle for 
them ſo long?but theſe are the fat morſels of Baa/s Prieſts, 
and for this cauſe is the Popiſh Creede made very fauora- 
ble to the Clergy, Weil. ſay that Ignorance is the Mother 
of Deuotion,for when the couetouſnes of the Priefts, and 
the ignorance of the people ioyned together, then they 
inuented Purgatorie, Mafſes,prayerfor the dead,and then 
all their erinkers, Forif they had not held our Fathers in 
ignorance, keeping them from the Word, they would ne= 
wer haue beene Papiſts. But when they caſt a miſt before 
rhe eyes of men,then the blinde fe!l intothe ditch, which 
doth contayne ſo many groſle corruptions, 
For mine eyes haue ſeene thy ſaluation, 

For, &c. Becauſe the holy Ghoſt by inſpiration had 
declared ynto him, that hee ſhould not dye, rill hee had 
ſcene leſus Chriſt , therefore the ſame Spirit led him to 
the Temple, and ſhewed that, which ir promiſed :and ha- 
uing ſecne the ſame, hee deſired and wiſhed ro dye, and 
bee releaſed trom his earthly Priſon, thathee wight live 
withGod. As idle and euill wiſhes are vayne, becauſe 
they are not according to faith, nor grounded ypon the 
word of God , {o;hough we aske as cunmngly as /acob, 
and ascarnefily azthe ſonnes of Zebede, yer if we aske 


not ; 
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of the Song of Simeon, 
net infaith according to knowledge, we cannot obtaine. 
But we ſhould aske ſo that we may recciue, that we may 
not returne empty. Therefore the ground whereon S1- 
meon {ertled himſelfe to with for death, was, that hee had 
receiued a promiſe of God, thit he ſhould be delivered 
from this miſerable life, when he had once ſeene the light 
of the Gentiles, the Chriſt: and now he had ſeene his Sa- 
uiour, and embraced the true Meſſias, which was promi- 
ſed by the Father, figured in the Law, ſpoken of by the 
Prophets forevold by the Fathers, and pointed at by lon 
Baprnift. For thus he reaſoneth ; Now , that I ſee thy ſal- 
vation according tothy word, and therefore the conditi- 
on is now performed , let thy promiſe alſs bee fulfilled: 
Now let thy ſeruant depart, &e. For mine eyes, Ec. 
Mine eyes hane ſeene, &e, 

Then we ſee that Chrift was no Spirit, neither was his 
body a fantafticall body; for if he were a Spirit , Simeon 
could not ſee him, and if his body were a fantaſticall bo- 
dy, thn could not he haue embraced him, Therefore we 
ſee that the words of the Scripture are true , which ſaith, 
that Chitiſt was perfe&t man in all things, finne onely ex- 
cepred. For hee ſometime wept, as at the death of Laza- 
715,and likewiſe ouer Teruſal-m. Sometime he thirſted, as 
at the Well where the woman of Samaria diſputed with 
him: and alſo ſometime ate, as at Mfarthaes houſe, as allo 
among Publicans ard finners,and in every thing ſhewed 
himſelte to be perfe&t man,

O Lord, ſaith he, I defire now to be diffolued and free 
from the bondage of finne, which ſo long hath inhabited 
in my mortall body, for now he is come ,- by whom thou 
haſt promiſed to free and ſer vs at liberty, hee is come, by

God, through love, And now, faith he, I have embraced 
him,and thankfully doe receine him.

{waded, that this is the ſame Mefſias, whom the Father 
promiſed,& the Prophets fore-told, all Iſracl longed and 
expected for, whoisthe light of the Gentiles, the glory 
of [ſracl,and the God of the whole world. Sothey which 
louethetruth of God, and wait with deſire to beefilled 
with the knowledge thereof, ſuch ſhall not dye, vntill 
they haue their hearts deſire with contemplation thereof. 
For as Peter was {ent to Cornelins , and Philip to the Ew- 
»#ch,ſo the Lord will Rirre vp ſachof his ſeruants,as may 
be fir inſtruments to miriſter the ſame vnto vs, Iudas in- 
cecdedyed before the time, and liued not to ſee Chiift 
crucified: but che Diſciples which loucdleſus,did ſee him 


dyelike an vndehiled innccent Lambe, and that to their | 


exceeding ioy and comfort , when they yaderſtood how 
that he ſuffered death for loue of them , and for their re= 
demption. Now if Chriſt cannot hide him from ſuch as 
hunger after him through loue, then what ſhall we ſay of 
our Fathers, which liuedin the time of igaorance, that 
longedro (ce his light, although they had a miſt caft be- 
fore their eyes? Surely, ſuch dyed notcili they ſaw Chiilt, 
and embraced him in their hearts. And this is our judge- 
ment concerning incm, thatdyed inthe time of Popery. 

Andlikewile as concerning the reſt, which thought to 
be ſaued by Purgatory & Maſſes,after that they are dead, 
we ſay that they which ſleepe without oyle in their lamps, 
they dyeeretheyare aware of, and ere they wiſh for ir, 

I;ke the Philiſtines which ſent for Samp/or to laugh and 

mocke at him, and to ſportthemſclues, ypon whomthe 

bouſe fe!] and deſtroyed them ail: or like the Egyprians, 
which thought thar the waters had made paſlage tor them 

as well as for the Iſraclites: both which dyed in andfor 

their iecurity, becauſe they were nat watchtull , nor pre- 

pared againſt the Lord called them,

what arc the troubles thatare paſt, andthe ſorrowes that 
are come to an end? ſo when we haue our defires accom- 
pliſhed, feeling the ſound comfort ef the Goſpell, whar 
ſhould we, how may we thinke, either on the length of 
time wherein we waited for them, or the tedioufneſle, or 
alſo gricuouſnefle of thetroudles, whereby we have ob- 
rayned them?

As Moſes dyed on the Mount, where he faw the land pext.34. 
of Canaan:ſo the godly die in the ſight of God,andin the 
contemplation of his glory,like Stephen, who at the very 4s 7. 
inftant of his death ſaw the beauens open, and Chriſt Teſus 
Grtivg arthe right hand of his father,and like Siveon here 
which deſireth to be looſed, & no dout ſhortly died view- 
ing ioyfully,and ſo thankfully beholding the Lord of life. 

Beloned, you are rotignorant that the great day of 
the Lord is neerat hand, and-cherefore they that haue not 
yet ſeene Chrift , they that haue not yer embraced him, 
bur till fleepe without oyle in their lamps, ſhall ſuddenly 
bce ouer-taken without the wedding garment , and ſhall 
be caſt intocternal] rorment for euer,

There be many ſights of Chriſt, all goe not vp tothe 
Mount, as Peter, [ame:,and /ohn,all ſee not his face with Matth.r7, 
Moes, allſleepe notin his lap with /ohbn, all are not ta- Exod 33. 
ken vp into heauen like Pax, all embrace him not in their loba 13. 
armes with Si02, Bur aspleaſerh God, ſo hee ſhewerh 715927 3* 
himſelfe ynto vs; and all that louc him, both ſee him and 
embrace him, 

To ſome he ſhewes himſelfe asin a gl:ſfe, reſome ge- 
nerally, to ſome particularly, ſome heecalleth early , and Matt5.:0. 
ſore hee calleth late, and there is no houre in the day, 


wherein hee calleth not ſome to goe labour in his Vige®* 
yard, 
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yard. To ſome hee ſheweth himſelfe by Angels, and to 
Gen. 18, other ſome by viſions. Abraham ſaw three Angels , Lor 
Gre. 19 ſaw buttwo , CManeahs wife ſaw but one, and yetone 
+} was enough, Ir is ſaid that «Abraham ſaw Chriſt his 
dayes; but wefee him clecrerthen Abrabam,and cleerer 
lobs 8. then /ohy, if we belecue in him as we ſhould, Some ſee 
| Chriſt, and not his ſaluation , and ſome ſee his ſaluation, 
and doc not embraceit. We ſee Chriſt, when we hearce his 
word, and we embrace his ſfaluaticn when we belecue it, 
they ſce him that hear him,they embrace him that follow 
him, Here if they had heard mee, I would haue ſearched 
Ieruſalem with Lamps,to ſee who fitteth in darkenes.Bur 
how can they belecuc the Word of God which heare ic 
not? how can they embrace Chriſt which know him not ? 
and all through ignorance, hauing not the meanes to ſee 
bim, becauſetheir Leaders arc either blinde guides,fleepy 
watchmen, or hyreling-ſheepheards, And ſurely, it is a 
wofull caſe, when ſheepheards goe to taske, and let their 
owne ſheepe alone ſummer & winter, They ſheare them, 
bu: neither ſummer nor winter doe they feede them. How 
ſhould thoſe people vnder their charge ſee Chriſt and his 
ſaluation, when they are ſo debard of wholeſome food, & 
euen ſtarued to death many thouſands of their ſoules, be- 
cauſe they haue not the foode that nouriſheth the ſoule 
ynto ſaluation? and how many be there that are as old as 
Simeon,and yet hauc not embraced Chrift Icſus ? yea, they 
know him not though they ſee him,ncither doe they wait 
for his comming, becauſe they bauc no deſire to embrace 
him,and therefore they defer that & put it off from their 
youth co their middle age, from their middle age-to their 
old age, from their old age co death, and ſo they can haue 
noleafure in all their life to embrace him, But to ſuch as 
doe ſceke him, & wait for him with vnfained diligence,we 
Ion 25. ſay asthe Avgell faid vato the Woman at the Sepulchre, 
Feare not,you ſceke the Lord Iefus, How is this world ſer

to deceiueys?We can finde leaſure to do euil at any time, 
buc we can finde no leaſure in al our life long to do good, 
that we may atlength enioy the true ſaluation, 

I haue ſomwhat to ſay to you of this Pariſh : A dainty 
was prepored for you, and you Jet the ſtrangers take it 
from you; you wererequired to a faſt , and you did feaft 
your ſelues; you were required to come & pray vnto the 
Lord,and to humble your ſelues in his fight, that hee may 
turnegway his wrath from you , and you let the Temple 
and open, and empty, for your parts, and your ſhops 
were al open,and you were about your marchandize,tor. 
faking God , and ſecking to winne the yniuſt Iſarmon, 
and the vanities of the world,

He came not by Angels, or by Men, or by any other 
meanes, but one)y from the alone andeternall God. Hee 
calleth him thy ſaluation, for his name was not given 
him by Joſeph, nor by Mary, but by the Angell of God, 
Ggnifying that hee was come from heauen, The Father 
ſaw him when he was borne, the Spirit came vpon him 
when he was baptized, the Angels miniſtred vnto him 
in the wildernefſe, his enemies ſubſcribed vnto him ypon 
the Crofle, the Virgin trauailed , the Starre walked, the 
Wiſemen came out of farre Countries to worſhip him. 
Then is not this Jehonah the mighty God, whoſe Birth 
js glorious, whoſe Life is famous, whoſe Death is merito- 
rious ? None can take vpon him the authority of God, 
but hee , on whoſe ſhoulders the Lordlayeth it, being 
ſent of God, and from God, Then we {ce that our Saui- 
our is the true Sauiour ſ{:nt from God, for all Creatures 
beare witnefſe vnto him , yea the very Deuils,with all the 
euill ſpirits, doe obcy h13 voice, at whoſe name 3ll knees 
ſhall bow. Hee came not to bring health, wealth, plea- 
tures,or profites, for the which it he had, then multitudes 
of worldlings would have followed him ; bur hee came 
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to bring Salvation, Righteouſneſſe, Peace, Truth &.Liſe, 
therefore few care for him, He came to ſaue linners, not 
all Gnners, nor euery one that ſaith Lord, Lord, but kee 
came to ſaue penitentfinners , which turne vnto God by 
their we Wave Therefore hee prayeth in /ohn for thoſe 
onely.that were giuen vnto him. So ſoone as the ſeed is 
ſowne,the tones refuſe it, or the Sunneparcherh it, or the 
Thornes choke ic : and what comfort hath the Lilly a- 
mong Thornes? Therefore wiſdome taketh her vnto her 
wings, and whiſpereth, ſaying, You ſhall ſecke me bEfore 
I come, you ſhall ſecke me, but ſhall not finde mace, be- 
cauſe yee have refuſed me when I offered wy ſelfe to you, 
Chriſt is their ſa/uation that belecue in him, and make 
much of him and thankefully recejue him. The godly he 
deliuereth from finne, but che wicked hee leaueth bound 
in the chaines of their iniquity , to be tormented of him 
which had tempted them thereunto , whoſe will they al- 
waycs endeuoured to fulfill , and not the Lords; and hee 
ſheweththem a hand vpon the wall writing their con- 
demnation, & another catching them by the hairy ſcalp, 
which maketh alcheirioynts to tremble, & their harts ro 
deſpaire,& he ſaith vnto them; what doſt thou here with- 
out thy wedding garmer?How darcſt thou come to ficale 
the childrens bread ? The Spirit of Saw! worketh in him, 
in his bed,& cucry where, and hecallcth for the Harpe of 
Daxid to comfort his heatt which cannot bee comfortee, 
And this Spirit faich to /zdas; Thou haſt betrayed the 
Lord,and crucified him, therefore go and hang thy ſelfe: 
for euen at the preaching of ſalvation, the horrour of 
damnation, the mprke of Carr, ſticketh within thee who- 
ſocuer belceueſt not in Gods ſalvation. But the godly 
heart goeth home, tauing embraced this 12g6 Hr _REEY 
ing the cud, and reioycing like the Apoſtles, which 1Cioy= 
ced in that they were counted worthy to ſuffer for his 
raimes ſake: and they tay, O what a good banquet wee 
haue 
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ofthe Song of Simeon, 
have had this day ! whar delicious dainties hath God fea. 
Red ys with-! and ſo the Bee gocth-loden to the hiue, and 
gocth longer in the ſtrength thereof then Elzas did. 
Thy ſalsation, 

The onely Sauiour is here called ſaluation ir ſelfe : 
farif he were called a bare Sauiour only,then you might 
likely vnderſtand by ſome other Saniour; but here he is 
called faluation it ſelfe, tro ſhew that there is no other. For 
there be more Sauiours, but no more ſaluations , as there 
be many wayes to death,and yet but one death; The bra» 
ſen Serpent was a figure of Chrift, that they which are 
ſtung by iinne, by fice, and by the Serpent which beguiled 
Enuh, may make ſpeede,becaule there is no remedy, bur 
to cometo Chriſt, 

The Papiſts haue found out many ſaluations,they haue 
found out a ſaluation by Sainrs, a ſaluation by Angels, a 
faluation by Maſles, a ſaluation by Merits, a faluation by 
Idols, as though Chriſt hadleaſt to doe in his owne of- 
fice, forthey haue other ſaluations to flee ynto : They 
will haue it, but they wili buy it, and what will they giue 
for it? Why, they will faſt ſo mavy dayes, goe ſo farreon 
Pilgrimage, hire Prieſts to ſay ſo many Maſſes, build fo 
many Abbies, and giue ſo many ſummes of money to the 
Monks and Fryers. Therefore the Scripture goeth againft 
them, and d:ſhenors their ſhameleſnefle, who like Nim- 
rod, that heaping tone vpon flone., would haue built vp 
to heaurn, heape finne vpon finne, and every houre,

For Chrift is called faluation,to ſhew 
that without him, we are all damned fire-brands of Hell, 
hcires of condemnation, and forſaken of God. To him 
that is licke, ir is eafie to be thankefull when he is whole: 
bit when he is whole, itis harder to be thankefull then to 
be ficke, I would faine be diſproued, that Niniueh might 
be ſaued, though Jonah would nor.

A great cauſe it is that 
would make a King leauehis Kingdome, and fall tro beg 
gely, A great and wonderfullcauſe it was, that made Je- 
horab to come downe from heauen to ſuffer miſery ypon 
the Earth, Two other cauſes Simeon ſheweth, why 
this Mefſjas came from heauen, The firſt, that hee mighe 
enlighten the Gentiles, which farein darkenefle: and the 
ſecond, that he might be the glory of [ſ-ae{,whichgloried

glory before hee came , bur were like the Moone when

The father ſhould be;plad, he- 
cauſe his ſon isftronger thetthimſeife, the moth: r ſhovid 
be glad, becauſe her daughter is wiſer then ber ſeife , the 
brother ſhould be glzd, becauſe His brother is richer then 
himſeltes the Mittris ſhould reioyce, becauſe ber maide is 
berterhuſwiſerten her ſelfe, But weienvy our Bretbren &e 
Neighbours;becauſe they are betterthen we,and becauſe

Itis like as af an Owle-ſhould beconnertedro ſee 
light, or. as if the fireame would returne-into the Founs 
tayne, or as if an old man ſhould becowe yongagaine. 

Alight to berenealedts the Gemtiler, 

To be revealed, notyet reuealed: the-Jewes muſt firſt 
reiect him, befare the Gentiles receiue him: and when 
the Iewes did oprrefle him; candemne him, and crucifie 
him, then were his armes fpred vnto the whole world, 
When the gueſts would not come, then hee ſendeth into 
the high wayes , to compell others that would not:come 
willingly vnto it. Comfort is on foot, andthat which 
will come, ſhall come, &c. The Queene of Sabacame 
from the vtrtermoſt part of the earth to: heare Salomons 
wiſdome, and the wiſemen came from the Eaſt ro'ſce Ie- 
ſus Chriſt : but wee may ſ:y, the Lord was here in the 
Temple, and TI was in my ſhop, Selling and Buying, Ly- 
ing, Decciuing, and Swearing, Well, when hee comes 
backe againe, I will be b:tter acquainted with himz and 
lo wee cltceme not of his preſence in avy reuerent ſort,

be; Asfor example, Salomon was wiſe, but he is fooliſh ; - 


Sampſon was frong, but hee is weake; [ndas was a Prea- 
cher, bur he is a Traitor; Pawk wasa Perſecter, but he is 
2a Preacher; Peter was a denyer of Chriſt, but now he is 2 
bold Profeſſor of Chriſt ; Moyſerwas learned inthe wiſe» 
dome of the Egyptians, but now he is learned inthe wiſe- 
dome of God, by which the wiſedome ofthe Egyptians is 
made but meercfooliſhnefle inthe fight of God, Others, 
as Heathen Philoſophers , Plato; Ariftotle, Cato, Crates, 
and ſuch like, were counted very wiſe men inthe ſight of 
the world, yea they wrote ſo-many books ful of wiſdome, 
and alfo adorned with notable ſentences & witty fayings, 
that one would thinke al wi'dom were buried with them, 
ſo femcus werethey,and ſo full of earthly vnderſtanding, 
teaching manners,toinſels and policies: yet, for my part, 
Thaue neither ſcene nor beard'of apy ſuch, being wile ip 
worldly things, & without the wiſdome of God, bur that. 
they haue comitted ſome netorious fooliſhnesin fight.of 
a1] men,like Achirophelzof whom we teade,thar he ws fo. 
wiſe a Counſe!ler , chat kis counſel] was like: as one had 
azked counſcll at the Oracle of God; and yet ſee the end 


of him, hee hanged himſelſe , and allforho want ofthe. 
know: 
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knowledge of God. Ir had been better thegefore for him 
to 'haue had more wiſcdome and lefle wit, (rates, Ari. 
ftotle, Plato, and other 6f the wiſe Philoſophers, haue 
either poyſoned, burned, or drowned themſclues : and fo 
wee ſce bs the end of the worldly wiſedome is meere 
fooliſhneſle, and the tooliſh haue more Peace then the 
wiſe: for:their wiſedome, without the ſeare of God, 
doth chem noi more good then the Arke did to the Phili- 
ſines , which did nothing but rorment them , becauſe 
they knew not how tovſeit , andiherefore voreucrently 
abuſed it, For if your wiſedome conlift incloquence of 
words, in profundity of wit, co gaine craftily , and ſpend 
watily,goinuent Lawes,to expound Riddles,and interpret 
dreames , to tell fortuges, and prophecie of matters by 


learning : all your wiſedome is but vexation of the ſpirit; ' 


for allcheſe $vithout the feare of God, doe ys no more 
goodthen their wit did theſe Philoſophers, which not- 
withfanding ſate in darkenefle. And 1 amafraid,tpough 
Chriſt brought light vnto the Gentiles, yetirmay be ſaid, 
that the Gentiles fit in darkeneſſe fill , ſauing a ſew Le- 
vites ſcattered ypon the Mountaines , for whoſe ſake $0- 
domeis ſpared. And becauſe thoſe had nor the knows- 
ledge. of God , therefore they worſhipped Mars and 
Cupid, Sunne and Moone, Beaſtiand Serpents: lothe Phi- 
Ines worſhipped Dagor , the Epheſians worſhipped 
Diana,the Aſlyrizns Neſroch, the Iraclites worſhippeda 
( alfe, Abazzah worſhipped Beelzebub , the Moabitcs 
worſhipped Chames, the Samaritanes did worſhip vnto 
Baal; (othe truth to ſuch ſeemeth falſhood, and error ſce- 
merch truth. As for example, that the world ſheuld bee 
made of nothing, that the Word becamefleſh, that God 
214Man was ioyned together jn one perſon, that one man 
may be righteous 10 the rightecuſneſſe of another, which 
;s Chriſt, and that the dead ſhall riſe againe : chelc ſeemed 
foohſhneflc varothe Gentiles,neither-could they potions

them, No more can ſome Gentiles amongſt vs at this day, 
which are bur naturall men, therefore they do not beleeue 


themz for when they profefied themſelues to be wiſe,they xom.1.32, 


became fooles, ſaith the holy Ghoſt. So then we fee now 
what Chrit hath done for vs, he hath bound that Serpent, 
which hath ſowae all the Tares, ſo that the Deuil is faine, 
for want of better lodging,to enter into Swine, - 
Heretofore, whereas one followed G © Þ,, a thouſand 
followed B1al; But now Kings and Princes lift vp their 
heads, defiri: g Chriſt to raigne with them and itthem, 
Hcretofore, wee made our ſclues likeche wounded Man, 
we were ſpoyled,wee were triptnaked,and we were ba- 
thed in our bloud , being full of wounds : bur noWChriſt 


hath furniſhed vs, hee hath waſhed vs, hee hatch clothed Devr.31. 


vs, and wee arenow become true Iſraelites ;,ys , Which 
were the vile and wilde Oliues, hee hath ted vron 
the true Olive, and planted vs in a frui:full ſoile.- And 
what c2uſe can we ſhew for this , but onely mercy ? For 
heretofore wee were. called fooliſh, but the Lord hath 
made vs wiſe, according to the wiſedomeof God,in theſe 
dayes by his Spirit : bur if yee deſcruc ro bee called the 
fooliſh Nation againe, then yee are moſt vahappy and 
moſt curſed. So now we haue heard, that the L ord doth 
revealc his counſell vnto bis Prophets, and how the glo- 
ry of Iſraelis now revealed to bee the light of the Gen- 
tiles. And you haue the cauſe why : becauſe the Iewes 
reieted their owne ſaluation. You haue heard that the 
cauſe was onely his mercy and'his loue, becauſe mercy- 
cannot contayne it ſelife within Terufalem, | 

A light to bee renealed to the Gentiles , and the glory of 
thy people Iſrael, 

You haue heard why Chriſt is called light, why hee is 
called che light of the Gentiles, why the Lord did change 
a curſc into blefſing, and why the Gentiles did change 


darkenes for light,and a thouſand gods for one true God. 
| Theo. 
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Then the Gentiles received more grace then they defired, 
for the Lord came yncalled vnto their houſes, and made a 
feaft vnto them ;in- their owne houſes. The lighe of the 
Gentiles is our light, your light and my light : Chriſt is 
ourgrace, your grace, and my grace: and Chriſt is our 
falvation, your {aluation, and my faluation. He came vn- 
to the Tewes, andfor the ewes, and yer his comming vn- 
to the Gentiles, was better then tothe Iewes. 

He came intothe world, when the world did abound 
in all wickednefle, and ſaued ys when wee moſt deſerued 
wrath, Wonder atthis,you that wonder 2t nothing, that 
the Lord would come to bring ſaluation, to'redeeme our 
loſt ſoles, cuen (as it were) ageinſt cur wils :ſo that now 
we wovld not be, as we were, for a thouſand worlds. 

The __ of the lewes was, andis wonderfull, 
who heard®f their rejection, and of our conuerſion, and 
yet yaderſtood it not, neither -faught tro preuent Gods 
_ wrath iareieQingof them, Thecetorethe Rocke, which 
ſhould haue {aued them,ſhivered them in peeces: where- 
in was ſhewed their wonderfull blockiſhneſfſe , having ic 


ſo often fore-told by their Prophers, figured in their - 


Law, ſhaddowed in their Sacrifices, and read in their 
Churches from Sabbath to Sabbath. Euery thing thit c6- 
meth co paſle in Churches, in Common-weales , in Ci» 
ties,in Countrics, in Kingdomes, and in Provinces ;theſe 
are all forc-told in the Scriptures, and yetnone doe yn- 
derftand ic, ſauing a few choſen ones whom God loucth ; 
For , che comming of Antichriſt, the overthrow of King- 
domes, the darknefle of Popery, the light of the Goſpe!l, 
the conucrſfion of the Gentiles , andthe reieRing of the 
Tewes: all theſe are ſer downe in the Scriptures, andyect 
wee cannot vnderſtandic, though wee heare ic day by 
day , becauſe wee doe not give our mindes to vadertian- 

ding. 
Such bearers ſh?]l Aandin a m2ze, beforetherigh'e- 
ous

ous andterrible Throneof God the deadſhallriſe, the 
erumpe ſhal blow,andall the werld ſhal be in an yproare, 
and they ſhall Rand quaking,when their heartng withone 
profiting hal be laid ro their charge,andtheythall fay; O 
wee hauc knowne no ſuch thing : bur ſurely ifthe Iewes 
could come out of hel}, they would admoniſh vs to rake 
better heed how we heare: forwe heare as though wee 
did not heare at all, our-minds-are otherwiſe occupied. 
Now when wee ſec any thing cometo paſſe as ic isfore- 
told in the Scriptures,then we muſt ſayas Cbrift ſzid, This 
prophecic is fulfilled ; for ajlthings char are written; are 
come to Scriptum eſt, & fattum o/t, charis, as fureas it is 
written, ſo ſurely dothit come to paſſe.le prophecierh no 
thing,bucthat which truly is fulfilled in due rime; and the 
more oftenit ſpeakes of a thing, the more certaine, the 
more excellent,and the more to be belecueAtis, Like n 
Iewell thatis beſet with pearle, fo is our caHing adorned 


—With- Scriptures, for ſo doth 'God tender our calling, 


which is often in his mouth, ' and wee fo often inhis re- 


 membrance,that he ſpeaketh of vs in every book through- 


out the whole Scriptures ; like a kind fpouſe, whoſe love 
is ina ſtrange country, and hee delighteth himfelfe with 
thoughts and meditations ofher : fo lie did{ong yntill the 
Gentiles were come to him againe, like theprodigalf 
childe, whofe Father did long till he had embraced him. 


When ſhall my prodigall ſonne come home againe; ſaith £*4*75- 


he?1 will put my beſt garment on his backe,and my gold 
ring on his hnger,and his fareſhall be che daintieſt mor. 
ſell. And thus God lengeth for our faluation,' and hee 
knocketh ar our doores; Is faith heere? is louc heere ? is 

one called che feare of God in this place? 
And as loue maketh louers ſometime to fpeake plain- 
and familiarly one to another, ſomerime-/by darke 
qeece and riddles, ſometimeby letters, ſometime by 
umbe ſhewes and fignes, and ſometime to hide them- 
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ſclues one from another; So our God fpeaketh. ſome- 
time plainely to his Church, ſometime darkely and my» 
Rically, /omerime hee eyrneth- his face-from his Church 
294 deare Spouſe, as though he would not:fprake yaro 
her for Joue, asappeareth inthe booke of the- Canticles. 
Of the caſting off ofthe Iewes,and callingin ofthe Gen=» 
tiles; the firſt type or figure was (aim and. Abel » Cain 
was the eldeſt ſonne of Adam, and Abel the younger, yer 
Godloued Avel,and accepted his ſacrifice: bur God re» 
ieted Cantor his wickednefle, and he became a repro- 
bate. Euen ſo dothGad, he reiecteth the lewes, which 
were the eldeſt ſonne, the true Olive, and the naturall 
ſeede,apd Gods deare children, if they had contigued in 
obcdicnce ; and hetaketh vs being bur the youngeſt ſon, 
the wild Oliuc, .the ſcede of the wicked, and maketh vs 
children bymdoprion yntg him, onely of his mercy with- 
gut any other caule, 

The ſecond example was Sew and Topher, both which 
were Naaks fonues: Sem was theſecand ſonne,and Zaphet 
the firſt, and of this Japhes came the Gentiles : of him ſaid 
N9ab;God perſmade laphet, that he may dwell in the tents of 
Sezs; tha is, that thay way be make, as we fee 
it. is come to, paſſe, Qther ſheep 1 bave(ſairh Chrif) which 
arc nogof this fold,thealfo wil Ebging,and they ſhal heate 
my yoice,& there ſhal be one ſheepfold,& one ſhepheard. 

* The thizd type or figure was /ſwvacl and [ſaac,both the 
ſonnes lines [ſmael was the eldeſt, 1/axc the 
younger,” y& 1/444 was clicſen of God;and enioyed the

daughters of Laban: Leab was the elder, buc blcare or 
ſ{quint-cyed Rachel,the younger, beautifull and faire, 17, 
Therefore Rachel was beloucd of/aceb, and Leab defpi- 
ſed,18, Yet Leah was firft married, 23. And alſo made 
fruicful, 31.but Rachel alſo was after married, 28,and more 
beloued, 30.and hauing envied her fiſters fruitfulnes, 30. 1 
8pdrepented,God remembred her,and made her fruntful. 
So Chriſt firft married the Tewes, and made them glori- 
ous; but when they deſpiſed their glory,be married with 
the Gentiles, and they enuying their happineſle ; of bar. 
ren jo al} goodnefle, became fruitfullin true lfÞlinefle, 

The fxth figure was CManaſſes and Epbraim,the two 
ſonnes of /oſepb : Aavaſſer was the cldeft, and Ephraims 
was the youngeſt. Both of them loſeph hauing broughrto 
1acob his Father,that hemight blefle them, be touke Aſa- 
zafſes, and put him towards [acobs right hand, that hee 
might bleſſe himfirftand more plemitully;and hee tooke 

» and puthim towards Jacobs left : bur [acob 
ftreeched out his right hand, and laid it vpon Ephraros 
head which was the younger,and his left hand ypon Aſa- 
aſſes, direing his hands ſo of purpoſe, for Manaſſer 
was the elder of them, Thus the. Lord blefſed vs, when 
chere was no hope leftfor vs. 

The ſeucnth figure was Rahadb, a Harlot in-Ieticho, Loſhus 1. 
who wasga Gentile, yet her heart was touched fo,that ſhe 
recciued and entertained the Spies that [o/oua ſent, and 
in time of danger hid them, thar they ſhould rake ns 
harme : ſignifying: thereby, that the Gentiles ſhould 
receive and embrace the Iſraelites and Meſſengers of 
the Goſpell, and keeperthem as ſafely, and defend them 
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as diligently, as Rehab did-the Spies of Iirael. 

/ Theeighth figure was Rurtha Moabire:of her (rift le. 
ſ#s vouchiafed to come as concerning} the. fleſh, ro ſhew 
that he came not only of the Tewes,and for the Tewes, but 


a'ſo of,and for the Gentiles,- which were the loſt ſheepe, 


vnhoped for, being ſtrangers fromthe conenant., - 

The ninth figure was Sampſon, who being a Tew, 
would needs murriewith aGentile;hgnifying,chat Ehrift 
leſs would 3Ho marrie with the Gentiles, as he did with 
the ewes. | 

Thetenth figure was Salomon, who married Pharaohs 
daughrer;,which vas an Egyptian and Gentile-;-fighify*« 
ingthereby, that Chrift would rake him a Spouſe among 
the Gentiles to mairy with himfelfe, .as' David in the 
Pfalmes declaxeth, Tt 

Theeteu@nth figure was Naamantbe Syrian, whoſe les 
proſe is turned vpon Gebexzs,: the leprofic of an Heathen 
and ignorant manturned vyponan Ifſraclite, and one that 
had the knowledge of God, being the feruant of a Pro- 
phec : ſignifying that ourleprofteot fmacandignorance 
ſhould bce turned from vs vponthe Tewes, whochad the 
knowledge of the Law of God, bureftecmed it nor, but 
were ynthankfull for it. Many like examples there are in 
the new Teſtament. For like! as the Cherubins, though 
ſeuered-in ſunder, yet looked one rowardsanother, and 
beth-ypon the Mercy-feate : ſothe o!d Teſtament andthe 
new-Jooke one towards another,and yet point atone and 
the ſame thing, | 

'Thefirſt Type orfigurt in the new Teſtament, was the 
Wite-men, which were the firſt fruits of theGentiles, and 
caine from the Eaſt,being guided by a Starre-: ſignifying 
that by the guiding of the Word aud Spirit of God; the 
Gentiles ſheuld comefrom alltheplaces ofche'world to 
cabrace ( hriſt Teſus with toy. 


The {ecogd type-or figure was Chriſt his-going into | 


Egypty 
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Egypt, ſignifying thereby , that hee ſhould goe from the 
lewes to the Gentiles, becauſe the Iewes refuſed him, 
through vnbelicfe, abundance of wickednefle, and want 

| of reformation : ſo wee ſee that nothing candriue away 
Chriſt but Ginne, 

The third type was, Chriſt whipping the Iewes our « 
the Temple, ſhewing thereby, that the Iewes ſhould bee 
whipped, or caſt out of the ſpirituall Temple; andthe 
Gentiles ſhould occupy it, This ( beloved) belongeth 
vnto vs, to whom the Lord ſo wondertully hath made 
his light to ſhine, 

The fourth figure is, the parable of the Vineyard, that 242. z1. 33. 
was taken from them that poſſeſſed it, and giuen to them 
that ſhould bring forth the fruits thereof, and yeeld better 
increaſe vnto the Lord of the Vineyard. 

The fifc figure was, the Parable of the two Sonnes, yac.21.23. 
that were bidden to goe and worke in their Fathers 
Vineyard, of whom thefirſt ſaid, he would, and did not: 
the ſecond ſaid, he would not, and did repent, and went 
to labour in the Vineyard : the firſt fignified the Iewes 
which made many vowes, with ſuch a ſhew of godli- 
neſſe, which was but hypocriſie, whom the Lord reie- 

Red and caſt off, and ſaid, that the Publicans and ſinners 
__ Rand in iudgement to condemne the greateſt of 
them, 

The xt figure was, the feaſt that the Lord made vnto Ht. 32-2: 
the diſobedient Gueſts, whom the Lord invited to his 
banquer, which was onely ordayned tor them, and who 
promiſed to come ynto it, and yet refuſed and would not 
come, but alleaged ſlight excules, taken from their loue 
of carthly and .cranfitory things aboue. God, Therefore 
the Lord ſentinto the high-wayes,to.cal and compel the 
Gentiles to come, which came, though ſome lett. cheir 
wedding garments behinde them. 

The {euenth type or figure was, the viſion of Peter in 47, to. 
Ioppa, when hee was on the top of the houſe, where hee 
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ſaw the yeſſell come downe, that had in icallmanner of 
foure-foored beaſts of the earth, and wilde beaſts, and 
fowles of the ayre, and creeping things, where alſo the 
yoyce ſaid ynto bim, Ariſe, Peter, kill and eate, wherein the 
Lord ſhewed voto him, that he ſhould countno man yn- 
cleane,alchough the Gentiles the were counted vncleane, 
25 were the vncleanc beafts ſer downe in the Law of 
God; therefore when Peter was ſent to Cornelius houſe, 
he ſaid, Of « trath, ] perceine that God hath no reſpelt of 
perſons but in enery Nation he that feareth God,and worketh 
rightcouſneſſe,ss accepted of him, 

Many other examples of our calling, as the ſtrayed 
ſhcepe,the loſt groat,the prodigallſonne, and Chriſt ea. 
ting with Publicans and finners, which when we read, we 
ſhould caſt our figure, and ſay,Of whom is this ſpoken?of 
the Gentiles? chen is it of me,for I am a Gentile. Bucam I 
converted? if I be not, then have I not fulfilled this pro- 
phecy : therefore let vs ſtriue to doe well, andto mortifie 
ad ſubdue {inne which dwelleth in our mortall bodies, 
for none but the valiant can enter into the Kingdome of 
heauen. 

Now all theſeprophecies ore fulfilled, the blind ſee, the 
lame goe,the dumbe ſpeake, the deafe heare,the maimed 
work, the dead are quickned,the Lepers arecleanſed,and 
the poore receiue the Goſpel,Therfore who wil deſpaire, 
and ſay, Light is not reucaled ynto me, whenas he ſeeth 
it to bereuealed ynto whole nations? And ſo ſolemne is 
our calling, as that in fo many places of the Scripture'it is 
foretold, whereby we ſee how deerely the Lordtendreth 
our ſaluation,like as a kind ſpouſe which was longed for, 
while ſhe was in a ſtrange countrey, for Chriſt longed for 
the Gentiles, tillthey came home againe ynto him. Ther- 
fore let vs now conſier what he giueth vs, namely righ- 
reouſneſle and faluation: firſt righreovſnes, then ſaluatie 
on: firſt repentance, and then forgiuencſle of finnes, the

Sunne ofthe Goſpell, leſt wee ſhould ſee heaven in hell, 


and lightin darkneſſe, and joy in anguiſhes, Let vs not 
contemne our light, or grow careleſle of it: letvs not 


build with one hand, and ouerthrow with the other by 


profanenes; like thoſe men,which while they ſurferted ac 
their glutconous tables called vpon God fer healch.Chriſt 
is not recciued with the left hand : if the Father offering 
a gifc,doe ſeee the Sonne ſtretch forth his left hand, he wil 
withdraw his gifc from him, I ſay, let vs not coutemne 
our light,as the Iewes contemned their glory. 

* For whatis light co him that will ſhut his eyes againſt 
it? Whar is this light? It is ſuch a glorious light, and ſuch acartb.rs. 
an excellent reuelation,that great and mighty Kings haue 
earneſtly deſired to ſee,and Princes haue laid downe their 
crownes to reucale it, Let Vs embrace this light,let ys take 
and put onthe wedding garment, and goto the banquer, 
vnto which athouſand meſſengers haue inuited vs, and 
alleage none excuſes:ſay not, / hawe married awife,l hane Matth,rs, 
bought Oxen,l goe toſee a Farme,&c. andtherefore 1 can- 
»ot come,ncither will I come, Well,doe ſo,ifthat yee will 
needs: buc remember that thou waſt inuited, and there- 
foreche bleſſing ſhall be giuen to another: and Eſas ſhall jes.;,, 
weepe for the bleſſing, bur ſhall not haue ir, 

But giue mce areaſon,I pray thee, why thou wilt bee 

called che ſeruant of God, which doſt nor ſerue him, or the 
child of God, which doſt not loue him;or the diſciple of 
Chriſt, which doſt not learne of him : yet his raine.fallerh 
vypon all,iuſt and vniuft,and he giuech thee all things for

ſhall ſay, Great is Drana of Epheſus : and ſo foralopg 
time they ſeeme to waſh the Ethiopian , or the blacke 
Moore; the more they waſh him,the more they gall him, 
and yetheis an e/£rhiepian till: but inthe end the Arke 
ftanderh,and Dagon falleth downe : and truth triumpherh 
ouer falſhood,hauing got the victory;and light chaſeth a. 
way darkneſſe with the brightneſſe thereof, Why then 
doth this darkeneſſe continue amongſt vs (till? To him 
that asketh, what Scripture haue you againſt it? it is ſuffi- 
cient to anſwere, what Scripture haue you for it?For if the 
word command it nor, God reieerhirt,and will ſay, Who 
hath required theſe things at your hands?But what is this? 
for every idle word you muſt give account, as our Saui.- 
our leſus Chrift ſaith, Matth.12, And whatſocuer is nor 
of faith is finne,Rom.14.23, They aske, What, ſhall we 
not ſay,God be with them?Why ſhould you? -Why (ſay 
rhey)muſt we ſay nothing? What ifthou doe not? Whar 

ſaiſt thou, when thou mentioneſt the death of (hy firſt Fa- 
thers, Adam,Seth, Enos, Enoch, Noah? Docft thou leffe 

loue theſe, not praying for them, then thou doſt them, for 

whom thou ſai(t,God be with them ? &c. 

But thou haſt ſpeeches enow to vſe if thou wilt needs 
ſay ſomewhat,and leaue ſuch ſuperſtitious and offerfive 
ſentences: if hee bee a good man, thou mayſt ſay, The

Lord bee thanked for his deliverance, orthe like : but 
if hee bee nor, then thou maiſt ſay , God grant wee may 
doe better then he hath'done, ardthat by his fall we may 
learne to riſe from finne, or ſome ſuch thing: whatfo- 
euer hee bee, thou maiſt ſay os Daxid faith of his child, 
giuing a reaſon why hee would not pray for him any lon. 
ger being dead, Can Icall him backe againe? 1 ſhall goe 
to him, but hee ſhall not returne ro mee : or any other 
words, ſo they bee wiſe, and therefore not agairft the 
word, What then is to bee done ? As Jacob ſaid to his 
wiues and children ;Giue rree your idols that I may bury 
them: ſo ſay I vnto you;Give me your ſuperſtitions that 
I may bury them, that they may remaine withyou, orin 
you no longer , to the Hiſtone of God, ' offending of 
your weake brethren, or to my griefe. For I amicalous 
ouer you :and becauſe you are mine, andTamycurs; C 
that my voyce were as the-whirle-wind, to beat downe, 
roote out,ond blow away all your ſyperfitions, that they 
may no longer raigne-#mongſt you : or rather, O that 
Chrift which is our light were come into vs all, and ſhi- 
ned fo bright, that wee were aſhamed of all our darknes: 
of all, not of minde onely, but of will alſo, and of workes, 
that we no longer would walke in darknes, for few haue 
the will to walke according tothe word, eyther in-dark. 
nes or light: wee canſee to Gnnein the darke aſwell as in 
the light , and doe rather, becauſe rhelight diſcovererh 
both the harlot and the thiefe ; ſo they are afraide of the 
light ; but afſured be we,where light 1s not, Chriftis not:

Once wee 
Rumbled at euery ſtraw when we walked in darknes: for 
then,wrath had a fall,pride had a full, luſt had a fall, drun- 
kennes had a fall penury had afall,ignorance had afal: or 
if you wil, pride roſe, and we fel; luſt roſe, and we fel,&c. 
Were Egypt as light as Goſhen, wee ſhould haue Idola- 
recs as ioyfull.as true worſhippers; bur there is palpable 
darkeneſle, tedious, fearefull, and of long continuance in 
Egypt, cleecelight onely in Goſhen : therefore flye Egypr; 
buc if thou liue in Egype,that is, walke in darknes,or com- 
mit wickednes,though thou ſinne in the darke, thelighe 
will bewray thee, and thy conſcience wil accuſe thee, and 
condemne thee for it, Thergfare now giue ouer darkaes, 
and arme thee with lighe, for our life ſhincth as the lighe: 
therefore now we ſhould be ſrael,tor Iſraelis revoked. 
Bur many Scroules may bee written of our linnes, and 
thus the Gentiles are as Gentiles (till. -He that belecuerh 
not the word, is an Infidel ; hee that belecueth norGad, is 
an Achciſt:he that worſhippeth anything morethen God, 
is an Idolater:euery mans conſcience ſhalcondemne him- 
ſclfe. Yer men wil leaue godlinefle for riches, but they wil 
not [eaue riches for godlineſſe, What madnefſe? Yea the 
Tewes neuer ſerued Gad at anytime with ſuch deuotion, 


3s many doe now their gold & theic riches: O intolerable 


wickednes ! For many there are that could be content ne- 
uer todie, butliue euerhere with theirriches & pleaſures, 

And is not the godly more deſpighted for his godlines, 
then che wicked tor his wickednefle ? 

Are not the members of Chrit more hated, and worſe 
entertained by vs, thenthe limmes of Sathan ?'So dearely 
every oneloues finne, and drawes ſinne ypon fine, till 
there bee a chaine of many linkes, and moaſters therein 
drawne moſt lothſome, And though we ofour ſelues run 
ſwiftly to hel, yet the moſtdriue ys, to make ys hic faſter :

arkneſſe ?or that the Lord hathnot left himto himſelfe 
to become an Atheiſt, or an Epicure,which lives withour 
God inthe world ? we hauggll Gods gifts offered vs, bur 
we haue refuſcdthem, Chil broughtlight : bur we bad 
rather he had brought darknes;for we loue darknes more 
then light,The Angels, the Heauens,the Word,the Spirit, 
arclight,and wee that ſee it,are darknefle, for wee cannot 
abidelight » but are like an Owle that flyeth out of a bare 
field from the light of the day, ſuch a death is day vnto vs. 
Faith is lowne away, Truth is become a Pilgrime,& euery 
ſtring is out oftune, He that ſhould weep and be ſorrow= 
ful, laughes: &truch is brought co the ground, yea poore 
truth is perſecuted to death: but ſinners are ſtubble , and 
their ſentence is, Burne them. 

How fine would be the way of vertue,if you would pare 
away the rubs that are in it,if you would rake away al oc- 
caſions of fin, and giue it gal to eate, and when you haue

I needenot to ſhew the authority of Prophets : but 
concerning their ſorts & differences, there are three ſorts 
of Prophets, The firſt were fuch,as called ypon the name 
ofthe Lord in Prayer for the people, and receiued an an- 
ſwer from the Lord inthe peoples behalfe: of which ſort 
was Samxel,and theſe were called Scers, A ſecond fort of 1, Sam. 16.9. 
Prophets, were fuch as God raiſed toexpound the Law,& 
declare the wil of God yntEthe people, when the Prieſt & 
ſuch as ſhould dee fo,, were flacke ia their callings, of 
which ſort was Eſay, leremy, Ezechiel, Daniel, Hoſea,loel, 
Amos,Obadiahy& thereft of the holy Prophers, A third 
fore, were ſuch as haue bin fince Chriſt, working ſuch like 
effects, of which ſort was the Propher Agabm, of whony 
mention is made in the 11. ofthe Ats,and 28. verſe, 

Now in the ſecond ſort of theſe, was Fora, whom God 
ſentto declare bis will ro his people, vnto whom alſo the 
Lord did reueale the fubuerfion of Kingdomes> the oners 
throwe of Tribes,the capriuiry of Nations, the calamities 
that were to come vnto the ſonnes of men for iniquity ' 
and rebellion againſt God. | | 

As al wiſe men were not borne at once, norliued to 
ther : ſo theſe holy Prophers haue norbeene at once, -- 
wereraiſed vp by the LordGod, ſome here, ſome there,ac= 
eording to his pleaſure, and as heefawthe people ftand in 
need of them, by reaſon of the: tion of the times, 

.And furthermore; tho Lord hath netar any timere- 
vented vnto one of chefe, all things that might bee renea= 
hed, bur as much as was ſufficient for them, euery one in 


their times and places, Neither hath any of- OERALY 
mMuc 
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much ofthe will of God as might bee declared, nor fully 
expounded his Lawes : but the Patriarkes left ſome to the 
Prophets,& the Prophets left ſome to the Apoſiles, but 
they hauc left nonefor vs, but they haue all ſer open the 
whole willof Go Þ vnto vs, and every Prophet now 
bringeth onely gold , myrrhe and frankincenſe, like the 
Wiſe-men that came to fee our Lord, 

There are three things that moued me to take this ſto. 
ry in hand aboue all others. Firſt, becauſe you know the 
tory,and therefore can the better conceiue ofthe matter, 
as I go forward withirt,Secondly, becauſe ir is briefe, and 
doth containe a greatdealcina little, Thirdly, becauſe ic 
ismoſt agreeable for thetime andRtate of this finfull age 
wherein we liue,and therforeWoſt conucnient for vs, It 
is manifeſt that /onah liued ina very troubleſome time, 
namely , inthetime of /eroboam the ſonne of /oaſs King 
of Iſracl,a wicked King, thoughnot hee thart is called the 
Teroboam that made 1 ſracl to finne. For of this ſecond Ze» 
roboaw,in whoſe time he prophecied, itis writcen, 2,Kin, 
I 4- 24.Hee departed not from any of the finnes of [erobo- 
«am that made Iſrael to finne ; which commendeth the ho. 
lines of /onah, inthat kee in the mid(i of their corruption 
wherewithal the people were auerflowne, was vncorrup- 
tedand vrſpatted , and called to bee a Prophet amongſt 
the people of God, For hee had prophecicd. inIſrael, be- 
fore he was ſent to Niniue , as the word alſo doth argue ; 
which layeth open and magnifieth the great loue of God, 
inthat hee ſent a Prophet to admoniſh this yngodly peo- 
ple, when as he ſhould -haue ſent athunder-bole to terzifie 
them» orrather vtterly te deftroy them; ſo thattheremer- 
cy ſtept before iudgement. 

His name was Jonah, which Ggnifieth a Doue, which 
admoniſheth vs , that as wee labour tobe as wiſe as Ser« 
pents, ſo wee ſhould alſo defire that we might be as fitn- 
ple as Doues, His Fathers name was Amittas, which lig-

Niniue had fifteene hundred towers in it, as ſome doe 
write,and a hundred and twenty thouſand little chil-iren 
(as icisnoted int5cend ofthis tory)e/ier: fore it may wel 
becalleda great City : but the greater it was, the mare 
vngodlyitwas, For as one man taketh hickneſſe of ano- 
ther : ſo one man is infeed by the wicke1 words,and ill 
example of another, and ſo taught to ſinne the morecill 
the meaſure of ſine be full,

Firſt, God biddeth him,Ariſe and ſhake off all impedi. 
ments,and then to go and cal chem to the batt<l;andnow 
he bids him'cric out agaiaſt them,and ſo terrifie them, E- 
uery Prophet isacrier, as appeareth, wherethe Lord bid= 
deth Eſay to lift vp his voice like atrumpet.Every Prophet 
muſt both bee plaine and bold; andthis many times ma- 
keth the poore ſeruants of God to ſpeake their minds 2s 
plaine and bold,as ifthey fate in iudgement. ſohn was a 
YOIce,a Yoice would nor {eruc, he was the voice of a crier, 
and yet he could not make allche crooked firaight, nor 
the rough plaine, 

And becauſe all the Preachers of the Goſpell ſhould 
cry,that is,preach zealouſly,in the ſecond of the AQts it is 
written;The holy Ghoſt came downe in fire and tongues: 
bur this fire isquenched, and che rongues are tied vp, ſo 
that they.that ſhould crie are ftarke dumbe: but though 
they cannot ſpeake,they can ſee, they can ſee if a great be- 
ms fall,though it be an hundred miles off:and Pharaeh 
had more care of his ſheepe,then we haue of our ſoules, 

If Preachers were not deafe, they needed not tocrie 
one to another.; bur ſuch is the dumbneſle of Preachers, 
and the deafenes of all ſorts of hearers, that there is great 
flowneſſe of followers, ſo that there.is but little-gocd 
donc,and buta few fruits gathered, . 


If- 
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If ye were not deafe,we need not to cry,but becauſe ye 
be dull ofhearing,therefore wee cry with mouth, with 
heart, with hand, with foote, and with all the powers of 
our bodies vnto you, and yer how little do you regardit? 
But are not ye commanded to heare,as well as weto cry? ,q,c.16.7, 
Yea,the cock crowet'z when men are aſleep,yea,the cock 72.74.

For the enemy , the envious foe, the Tempter , the falſe 
accuſer goeth about continually ſeeking whom hee may 
deuoure, Now his manner of cempting is, firſt and moſt 
viually with flattering,buryer very often with moſt cer- 
riblethreatning. For whatſocuer wee doe orfeele, com- 
merh from one of theſe three ſpirits, the ſpirit of Sathan, 
the Spirit of God, orour ſpirit, Now our owne fpirit of 
it ſelfe is alwayes occupied about worldly things, ſeeking

delights in pleaſures, nor diſquier by threats. The $pirir 


of Godis gentle, louing ,- and mecke,not forcing , nor 
threatoing, Therefore Chriſt ſaith; If any wilt follow me;

And marke his Spirit,he ſaich not, Y ou ſhal follow me, but 
You ſhal deny your ſclues, and rake'vp your croſle, burif 
any will follow ime, let bim deoy himſclte, and cake vp his 
croſle : Let him, The ſame is to be ſcene in the Canticles, 
wherehceſaich : Open vnto me, my fiſter, my loue, my 
doue; wy vndehiled. For mine head is full of deaw, and 
my locks with the drops ofthe night. For when ſhe ope- 
ned not vnto him, making moſt yameerexcuſes, though 
hee had moſt louingly prayed, and liuely vrged her to 0- 
pen, and ſhe moſt vakindly, moſt vaworthily had denied, 
yerhe went his way mildly without any threats. But the 
ſpirit of Sathan takes another courſe : For when by 
lying & deceiche cannotallure to fin, hee threatens moſt 
fearcfully wich fin, griefe, orlofſe of goods, ſolitarinefſe 
and want of pleaſure , and ſometime by his miniſters, 
unpes of his owne likeneſſc he threatens death, and dead- 
ly torments, wharſocuerthey may inflitvpon.any. 
Chriſt ſaith ; If you will follow mee. If you will : but 
he ſaich, I will make you follow me, and doe as I bid you, 
you ſhall haue fire and fagor, ſcalding lead and burning 
pitch ; if you will not follow mee, you ſhall, whether you 
will or no : we will make you doe as wee command, faith 
his eldeſt ſonne Antichriſt , vſurping authority over na- 
tions,and infliting torments on the Saints, His order of 
temptingis, firſtto make vs doubt oftheword of God: 
whether ſuch or ſuch doctrine bee true;, ſuch and ſuch an 
aCion beecommanded, ſuch and ſuch a promiſe; ſuch 
and (uch athreatning be certaine. Then ſecondly, he falles 
to flagdenying ofir, this dodtrine, theſe promiſes,theſe 
threataings are falſe, this ching is not commanded, this 
aRios is not. commended. And thencomes he ig with bis 
CONe 
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contradiQtion,contrary afſertions,and countermands.For 

there is no commandement of God , but the Devil com- 
mandsthe contrary.and he is euer gaindaying that which 

God ſaith, For our God ſaith vnto Adam, If you catcof Gm. 2.17 
the forbidden fruic,you ſhall ſurely dye : the Divell came 

and he told them,fight, It 12 not certaine you foall dye : then,

another in brotherly loue:the Devil ſaith, firſt, You need

For ſeeing 
my owne Country-men kicke againſt my wordes, and 
cannot abide ro heare the word which c6meth from the 
Lord to reproue finne, then how much more ſhall I be de- 
ipiſed by x ne , and perſecuted ro dearth? Thus fleſh and 
bloud {itandeth ſtaggering when it ſhould doe any good, 
miſdoubring troubles icalous of his owneeaſe : but when 
it goeth about to doeany miſchicfe , it neuer confidereth 
the danger,it weigheth not the following woe:yet doing 
good, itis vncertaine whether all willnotgccording, or 
eucnabouec our hope ſucceed ;it is more Ikely we ſhould 
be kept ſafe: but doing cui!l, miſchiefe moſt eertainely is 
procured, not danger onely, but loſſe ofthe beſt things 
commor.|y , peace of conſcience or ſpirituall graces , of 
4 ſome bleſſings alway, or atleaſt not receit of thoſe things 
which much would reioyce vs. For fure this ws a fore 
temptation,to bid a man (eiv inreafonable goodeſtate 
touching his body and life) thathe ſhould go and preach 
vnto a ſauage heathen people that neuer heard of prea- 
ching, and thatthis doQrine;that There is but one onely 
Deri.6:4 truc God,tothem who will ſcrue a thouſand, and cannot | 
abide the contrary to be ſpoken, 

It a Preacher were commanded to goe and preach at 
Rome gites,2gainft Antichrifts juriſdiftion, & the Idola- 
try that js ſo inordinately vſed in that Synagogue of vn- 
cleannefe, ſeeing ther is amarterfor whichthey torment 
and kill a}l that preachie ſincerely: I feare it would hardly 
cometopaflextall, thatthis Preacher would goc from a 
reaſonable quiet eftarerouching his body, ro venture his 
lifeamong ev cruelÞryrants: Tfeare hee would rather 
content himſelfewihthis preſent eafe; then commit hime 
ſelfe ro ſo likely milery, MN 
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If I goeto preach vnto theſe Infidels, ſaying, Yet forty 
dajes and Niniue ſhall be deſtroyed, then ( faith 1oxah) ir 
may be,they will repent, and God will have mercy vpon 
thern, ſo I ſhall be countedafallepropherfor my labour, 
And thus wee regard our credit morethen the glory of 
God in the obedience of his wil: & ratherthen we would 
receiue any reproch by our doings (in the fight of the 
world)we rather chooſe to enter into no great aQtiontou- 
ching the glory of God, and the good of the Church, In 
reſpeR ofthe Iſraelites and himſelfe:IfTleaue mine owne 
people, and preach vnto the Gentiles (faith 794) I ſhall 
bring ſhame vpon 1ſracl before all peomie, Breoghs a Pro- 
phet is gone from them for thejr obſtinacy , choofing ra- 
ther tropreachvaro circumciſed Gentiles then ynto them, 
as if there were more hope of the Gentiles then of them, 
So lonah mote fearerh the childrens diſprace, then the 
Fathers diſhonour, and their deſpight, theti his diſplea- 
ſure. Sathan is roo well acquainced with mans naturegand 
ſo more certainly knowes,then we wiſely confider,chatal 
Adams ſomes are fromlaboureably brought to. loyrter : 
more willingly from feare andpaine,toſecurity and plea- 
ſure : therfore ſeldome or neuer doth hein tempting omir 
chis inticemenr; It wit be for thy eaſe, for thy del t, for 
thy ſecurity. Therfore he faith ro Jonah, Not only fe way 
ro Niniue is long and dangerous, chy perſon and meſſage 
odious, therefore thy travel muſt needs be tedious , thy 
troubles grieuous, &c. bur alſo thy paſſage to Tarſhiſhis 
eafie,thy fecuriry rhiere fare, thy pleaſures may. thy de- 
light great, Yea,with this hee aſſaulted Chti 


himſclfe, 
ſaying, when he had ſhewed him all the Kingdomes of the 
world, and the glory ofchem : All theſe will I giue thee, 
&c. And doth he notfoalfo entrmoreperfwade vs ;This 
good, rhis game, this glory, this pleaſure, or this prefer- 
merit ſhalr thou ger,if chon this and thus dealetif you wil 
teaue the ſoGiety, the exerciſes, the profeſſion, & the com-

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pany of the children of God,and ſerue me,8 worſhip me: 
preferrivg your couetoulneſle, your pride, your luſt, be- 
fore the ſeruice of Ged ; not being ſcrupulous to ſweare 
for your gaine ſometime, nor to lye for your pleaſure,nor 
to coozen for riches:then you ſhalnotonely be free from

bent contrary to that he had becne commanded; left him 19. 21+ 
vnto himſelfe : 3nd ſo Balaqm: went on in linge-ſolong, 
till the yery Aſſe whereon he rede, was confirained tore- 
prouc him, But would you,, howſoguer Sathan-remprs, 
not 
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not bee turned by him out of the right way ? howſoeuer 
he fights,not to be foiled by kim ? would you baue him 
ſooneto forſake you, yoouy to fiye from you,thatis, 
would you refift him? for when wee begin valiantly to 
fight,then forthwith hee flies. Conſider how ſhamefull a 
thing ir is,being euery way encouraged to fight, to ſhew | 
our ſelues moſt dafiardly cowards : how Manble 

ro our Captaine Chriſt, to yeeld the vitory to his deadly 
encmie : how dangerous for our ſelues, knowing hee is a 
moſt cruell tyrant, and moſtinexorable, that moſt glori. 
eth,and fpecialytakes pleaſure inputting vstothe moſt 
bitter paine that pofſibly he can; and therefore hauing o- 
uercome vs, Will fer euer continue ysin moſt intolersble 
torments. Yea,ſayſt thou,theſe things conſidered, would 
make ys courageoufly to encounter with Satan, and fo 
ſooneto conquerhim; but he comes often as a friend, as 
an Angell of light: how ſhall I then deſcry him, that I 
may defie him,and make him to flie? 

How? here indeed isthe hardneſſe: for heis a notable 
hypocrite,the father of hypocrifie. But thou muſt follow 
the counſell of Chriſt, Recl.3.18.Thoumuſt anoint thine 
eyes with the eye-falue,thart thou maiſi ſee.

cupefall abominations,, ran downe-ro hell with #s much 
force andpced as they could; So Ninive is ſilt Niniue;

out from that Ship that ſhould carry him from his God, 
carrying him from his duty:for he forgets himiſelfe,think- 
ing the creatures can hide him from the Creator, which 
isan abſurd thing to thinke , ſeeing nothing can bee hid 
from him : neither would any, I ſay, adde drunkennefle eb. 4413. 
to thirſt, or heap ſin vpon (in, or ſuffer an euill choughr to 
takoplacein him, if they confider that the juſt Jehowab 
beheld them in all their very thoughts. All thoſe thar 
pity /onah, letthem pity chemſelues; for if wee confider 
our owne eſtate, we haue as many, and as foule fins in vs, 
as there were in Tonah, yea in Niniue, /onah confeſſed 
his fin,that we might confefſe, He confeſſed it freely, hee 
confeſſed it fully, that hee knew his maſters will, but not 
onely did it not, but alſo tooke another courſe quite con- 
trary tothat which hee was commanded : and that notin 
purpoſe onely , butin deed alſo; notfor an houre, buta 
long time; notin truggling with his weaknefle, butina 
protound vngodly careleſnes, or in ſtriving to ouer-ma- 
{ter his conſcience, accuſing him for his wickednes, And 
wherforc hath he written it? but to admoniſh vs narrow- 
ly to looke to our ſelues, and manfully to fight that wee 
may ſtand where hefell; and when we haue fallen, 
as freely and fully to confeſſe it to God al- 
wayes, and to man alſo, when wiſe« 
dome commands.
